To the wiſedome at a Phiſition, is required an exqui⸗ 
ſyte iudgement. whiche is made perfect by experience, 
wherin, by neceſſary reaſon they ought to haue god vn⸗ 
derſtanding, ſering they haue the life of al ſoztes of men 
in iudgement, with power to diſpoſe without appeale to 
any higher Judges but to God: where to all other inferi- 
our Courtes belonges this pꝛoꝛogatiue: That albeit the 
Judges bee neuer ſo wiſe, vet there is liberty to appeale 
tobigher place. 

Andifina common conſult x aſſembly of Phiſitions 
to debate vpon a diſeaſe , there tan bee no god reſoluti- 
on,wherets no grauety of learning x experience, much 
lee ought a yongphiſition tu b receyued, whoſe want 
of pꝛactiſe takes from him the eſtimation of iudgement 
and experience: s that it is highly neceCary to the cre- 
dite of a Phiſition, to fudy the time appointed, and dul 
runnt oner the tha thinges afoꝛeſayde. Then let him 
haue conuerſation tertaine yeres with learned Phiſi⸗ 
tions, pꝛactiſing in Cities and god Tounes: A cuſtome 
which certainephiſitions vſe to their learned diſciples, 
carving them with them, when they vilite their paciets, 
erplaning by palpable demonſtration of the eye # hand, 
the true pzactiſeof the Arte: Which ſoꝛt x time ofexer- 
tiſe, wyl bzing vnto them hability of pzactiſe, wherein 
theynede not faile foz want of experitce:the like is ob⸗ 


ſerued amongſt Lawiers, whohauingouercom the diſ-

and leaſt patuful Eſtate, being as maiſters to iudge and 
command the others, vſing the ſeruice of the Arboriſtes 
and Pothicaries ioyntlp, to diſcerne the ſumples, and the 
Pothicaries alone to compoſe dꝛognes, and miniſter the 
to the patient: And imploying the Surgeons to cut, 02

lye,not declyning eyther to the one part o2 to the other. 
Chou ſhalt not admit acception of perſon, 
incaſe of (judgement, thou ſbalt have no reſpec, whes 
ther them Ritche , a great Lo2de , thy Parent, 
Friende,n r, oz familiar, to the ende to miniſter 
favour neither ſhalt thou take any pzeſents,fo2 pꝛeſents 
do blind the eyes of wiſe men, qchaunge the woꝛdes of 
the int, meaing 5 oftentimes they put in the mouthes 
of honeſt men other language to peruert inſtice, then 
fbey ſpake afoze. Thou ſhalt purſue iuſtly that which is 
iuſt, to the ende thou maiſt line happelp, and poſſeſſe the 


lande which thy God will gene the. if thon obey him. 


This Lawe was plainely and fully *

ſaphat King of Iudea, who erecting Gouernours and 
Judges thzough all the Townes of bis kingdome , pꝛe⸗ 
_ ſcribed them theſe tommaundementes folowing : take 
god herde (ſaith be) to the duetie of your eſtate, fo2 you 
exerciſe not the iudgement of a man, but ot the great 
God, by whom euen all the iudgementes wbich you ſhal 
geue, be they god oz euyll, halbe returned vppon you: 
that that is god, ſhall baing fo2th benefite to your ſal⸗ 
uation, that that is euil, ſhal reſolue to your deſtructis, 

Aboue all thinges, bolde befoze your eyes the feare of 
God, and in caſes of your eſtate and office, whether it 
concerne Jnquiſition,examining of witneſſes.confront⸗ 
ment of parties, purſuite of eupll men, oz execution ot 
iuſtice in what ſozt ſo euer, vſe diligence with integrity: 
diſtribute right to parties accoꝛding to Lawe, andcon- 
ſcience: Foꝛ there is no iniquitie in God, as who ſay, 
he doth no wꝛong to any man, noꝛ hath no power there⸗ 
vnto, being Juſtice it ſelfe, but bateth all ſuch as tom⸗ 
mit iniquitie: there is not with him exception ot per- 
ſons,nozany luſt to receiue pzeſentes, whereby be war- 
neth all Judges to iudge in the ſame qualitie that bee 

eth. that is, in right and equitie, in trueth and iudge⸗ 
ment. This was long time befoze recommended to 


whom be calles the God of Got de. 
mightie and terrible God, with whom is no reſpect of 
perſons, noz hath bis bandes defiled with pꝛeſentes: he 
that genes iuſtice to the D2pbane 

dowe, euen her that beares affection to the ſtraunger, 
and furniſheth him with fode and clothing by this all 
Magiſtrates are warned to ſuſfer no iniurie to be done 
to paze people, who much leſſe that tbeꝝ baue any com- 
mon ſuppozt in the wozlde, but of the contrarye, t 
ſtande ſubied toſcoffes, rebukes, and afflictions of the 
wicked, oftentimes to-fturre them to amoze zeale to 


ſtrangers, hs bidveth them remember thatthey baue 
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polkeritie by Moyſes, as being the Wiefetenaunt of God, Oeut. , 
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bien ſtraungers in Egypt. | "i 


To this he addeth in another place, that who doth 
not obey the commanndementof the Pꝛieſt at the time 
when he doeth his miniſterpe, meaning when he is in 
the exerciſe ot his office, as pzeaching, teaching, and ins 
ftrucingin Ciuill and common dutye , the iudge hath 
power to condemne him to death:thou (D Judge) ſhalt 


cut of by death euere wicked man, x al wickedneſſe in 


Aſrael, as the rebellionus,pzoude, arrogant, and all other 
expzcſſing a wicked will by anpdiſſolate ace, the which 
when the people ſhall yeare 02 ſe,they will feare, ney? 
ther ſhall any man afterwarde dare raiſe his minde to 
pꝛide 02 arrogancye againſt his ſuperiours : God ſpea⸗ 
keth to Loſua, the gouernour and Judge oner Iſracl, and 
immediate ſuct eſſour to Moiſes, J wyll not leaue noz 
fozſake the:be ſtrong valiaunt, that᷑ is, take great cou⸗ 
rage, the better to execute my Law, which my ſeruaunt 
Moy ſes left vnto thee . L eane neyther toy right noz leſt 
band ok the ſame, ſo ſhalt thou know what thou ought to 
dw, Let not this boke ol 5 lawe depart ont ol thy mouth, 
meaning, exerciſe thy ſelfe with the argumẽt or it euer p 
dap: the better to meaſure the executid of al thoſe thin 
which thou ſhalt finde wꝛitten there: then tHalt thou 
rect thy way e knowe it. which is, thou ſhalt then vnder⸗ 
ſtand what thou oughteſf to do, t᷑ pꝛoſper. Theſe ſpea⸗ 
ches b2ing intereſt to all Pagiſtrates t gonernours of 
people as well as they were directly ſpoken to Ioſua-foz 


what ſo euer he ſpeaketh foanyone ſingularly,the ſame 


carpethentendmentfoal others of the ſame cate, 
So that let all gonernours of common weales bee 
aduertiſed by this doctrine, that in the due execution of 


their office, God wyll alwayes reache them dis bande, 
e neuer fozſaking tbem, bis ayde ſbalbe alwayes readi- 


ly distributed to whatſoener they ſhal do duely concer- 
ning their charge in terreſtyng the guiltte, and makyng 


the ret ſabiec to them which be within their iurildiai⸗

on:therfoze as they neede not feare any thing. but to coʒ⸗ 
rupt iuffice in their gouernment, ſo foz the execution of 
their iudgementes, they are ſure of the pzotection of 
God, whoſe choſen Lieftenaauntes they are. Let them 
bſe ſuche aucthozitie , as they maye make tremble the 
whole wozlde vuder them, ſpecially the euyll ipuers, 
and conteine others in office of god conuerſation, Foz 
this cauſe the Eccleſiaſtike aduiſeth vs to take hide to 
aſpire to the ſtate of judging. if we haue not the courage 
and power to bzeake the iniquities of all ſoztes of peo⸗ 
ple, ſ@ingif we feare the fozce of the mightie , we ſhall 
feare to do god iuftice, and ſo baing ®claunder to our 
light deſire of ſouerentie:but as in good iudges Goddiſs 
plaieth ſome beames of his deninitie, as being the mi⸗ 
niſters of his deuine iuſtice, ſo he ioynesto their office 
the operation of ſome denine vertue which makes th# 
feared of their ſubiedes. Foz this cauſe are they called 
Heloym. that is, Gods, as partaking with the fozce and 
power ofGod,the moze conſtantly to execute his iudge⸗

In the Scripture we reade of no Judge 02 Pagiſtrate 
doing his eſtate, which did not baing feare to all their 
people,and made them obedient to his ozdinaunces: foz 
God by the Judge genes a ſecrete feare, tobzingothers 
to ſubiection. And albeit the Putinus people of Iſrael 
fel info often reuolt againſt their great governour Moi- 
ſes, whom they would haue ſfoned- yet he eſchewed not — 
his charge, much leſſe fozbare (foz fearc) to do taffice,

Beſydes, 
 ſuchamultitude (as Ariſtotle ſaith) can not be eaſilys 
cozrupted, (no moꝛe then a great abundanceof water,) 
but with great difficultie, wbere a ſmall veſell in ſmall 
time can not but ſuffer infection, 30 

Lhe Scripture aduiſeth them to be ſober and modes 
rate, the better to auoyde troubleof minde by intempe⸗ 
raunce, which having power to hinder the effect of god . 31. 
iudgement in whom it polſeſſeth, it dzaweth alſo the | 
mind to negligece,+ takes away al careof the affayzes, 
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men, as well by the deſtinie of Salomon, who haupng 
the gift of wiſedome, loſt by his vnbꝛidled loue and luſt, 
all grace in indgement: as alſo by the example of the 
two wicked Judges teſtifying againſt Suſanna, who bx 
their inflamed deſpzes ol her beawtye cozrupted theyz 
indgement: Do that bythe ®cripfure-, all Judges are 
warned, that neither in their mindes noz wyllremaine 
any peruerſitie,erro3,02 affection : but a full inclination 
to integritie, ⁊ onely zeale of iuſtice iopned with knows 
ledge, which as it is the ſame light of the mynde, by the 
which we viſcerne clearelythat wbich is god oz euyll, 
iuſt oz vnrighteous: ſo ina peruerſed wyll, oz wicked 
affection, is bꝛed confuſton of the ſpirite, which conſe- 
quentlye leadeth to perplexities, and both troubles and 
hinders the facultie of vpꝛigbt iudging ( enen as ifthere 
be neuer ſo litle a Poate oz Weame in the eye, the cleare 
fight is hindered, and it hath leſſe power to diſcerne the 
true difference of things pzcſented afoze it:) but muche 
leſſe poſſibilitie of ſound judgement is there in the igno⸗ 
raunt man, who not vnderſtanding the Lawe,ſuffereth 
the ſame erroz which the blinde man doth, whoſe want 
of ſight makes him vnhable to diſcerne collours: But 
the better to fozme — iudgementes — 
and without repꝛoche, the ®cripture layethafoze them 
the iudgementes of God, as the true Images and Poz⸗ 
fraices, repꝛeſenting ſuch example ot judgement and 
iuſtice, as the Magiſtrates of the earth ought to fol- 
lowe, which Salomon and Tobias call the moſt true and 
tuft ballaunce : and Dauid reſembling them with the

ignominie,contempt,and all ſoztes of wꝛetchednes. 
\ Theſe be the miſeryes whiche happen fo. wic⸗ 
ked Judges and they2 Childꝛen, and foz they2.abuſes, 


tiſement to al Judges, to remember the ſaying of Dauid 
in this ſozte? Sod aſliſtes the aſſembly of the Gods, who 
are the Judges and.gouernours of his people , vnder 
whome they exerciſe the iudgement which is pꝛoper to 
God the true and eternall Judge, and therefoze are they 
as partakers of a deuine aucthozitye, by enterfeining # 
ruling his people by that iuſlice and ſoueraintꝑ. So that 
as God is in the Courtes of his Judges, and in the mid⸗ 
deſt of them, ſo her iudgeth them, whereby is meant, 


that hee condemneth them, if they iudge not acroꝛ ding to 
Ood. Dauid alſo purſues them, crying in this ſozt:Yow

tes ot offendours, geuing them ſuppozt and abſolution 
ol their wickednes, and liberty to ſinne with 

deliuer the poze man & D2phane, and iuſtiſie the ſimple 
and needye - ſuffer no w2ong tobe done to ſuch as haue 
no maintenance inthewozld, e are without fauourers 
in courtes: Take the pwze and needy ont of the hand ol

lye were they inuironed with wzetched darkenes, and 
whollxe poſſeſſed with ignoꝛante of God and his lawes:

Ther foꝛe where J ſapd, 
you were gods, ſo greatipe honoured ot God by the ſtate 
which her geues von, repꝛeſenting him in caſeof iudge⸗ 
met, A foꝛgat not your infidelity, meaning, that von ſhal 
kal into no leſſe miſerye & wꝛetchednes then any of the 
auncient wicked Judges, to whoſe iniquitye was apoin⸗ 
teda miſerable concluſis of their vnhappy daies: Whers 
in Dauid, the lamentable infelicitics ouer⸗ 
whelming the wozlo fo2 the falſe x co2rupt iudgemft of 
Judges, cries out to God ſaying: Raiſe thy ſelke OLoꝛzd 


God and Judge the Earth, condemne the abuſes and 


faultes of ſuche people as haue cozrupted the earth 
withimpietye by their vnrighteous Judgementes : ſo 
ſhalt thou e ouer all nations, and bæ honoured as 
a true and inft Loꝛde and Judge of the earth, doing 


iuſtite vpon ſo many iniquities. By this plalme Judges 


are inſtructed to iudge well, as well fo2 the reverence 
ok the great Lo2d.ſifting in the middeſt of them in they

gainft bim, deſpiting hin with inihries, was bee not pa⸗ 
tient: did hee not pꝛayt to God to pardon them? What 
miſerye happened to Ophme and Phineas, ſoꝛ pꝛopba⸗ 
ning the ſacrifices of God, and to they: father (as bath 
beene ſapde ) becauſe hee did not iuſtice? what flaughter 
did God to the blaſphempe which Sennacherib, by his 
Yerralbes of Armes pꝛonounced againſt dim in the 
pꝛeſente of Exechias? Did not Ood by his Aungell ouer⸗ 
tbꝛow of them in orie night, a hundꝛetbh, foure ſcoꝛe and 
fine thouſand? was nol alſo Benadab, becauſe he ſayed' 
the God of Ifrael was a God of mountaines and not of 
valleycs , ouerthzowen fogeather with all the Ringes 
which bee led with him, and fel into the hands ol Achab? 
Elias put to the edge ot the (wozde foure hundzed falſe 
zophetes of Baal ſo muche reuereneed in Iſraell, and 
oured of the Mucene Tezabel: e God ſo abhozs 
reth the ſinnes committed againſt the fir ſt table,(foz ſo 
they are committed direclye againft him) that Hely 
judged them irremylible, ſaying, If one man ſinne a⸗ 
gainſt another. God maye bee appeaſed:But if the inne 
ſtretche to the offence of God, ſo karre fozth as it concer⸗ 
neth bis maieſtie, honour, and hol ye odinaunc e, wbat is 
die that will pꝛape to God foz him? as it he ſhould ſape.it 
is a ſinne ſo greate that wie muſt confeſſe- that if Goo 
will pardon it, he muſt vſe a ſingular mercye: muche 


leſſe then is there pomer in men to pardon ſuch crimes 
committed againſt the veuine maieſtie. Certuine holde 

opinion that the crimes againſt humane maie ſtie, can⸗ 
not haue remiſſion of theKinges againft whome they 
are comitted,as wel foz that they bʒing intent of malice, 
as fozthat they are doneagainfthim whom they repꝛe⸗ 
ſent in earth. which is the liuing God. and allo aguintt a

whole nation oꝛ people whoſe heades they are · Wee ſce 
when the head is hurt, all the members haue intereſt in 
the greefe with him, and demaunde altogeather reuenge 
againſt him that hath offended them, neyther can the 
head heale the reſt, if firſt her haue not full cure ot his 
owne greefe. - 
Vowe is it then that crimes done againſt God,ſhould 
lightlye ber pardoned of men⸗ it was not without cauſe 
that in the fürſt Churche , her that was guiltie in any 
ſuch diſozdered Crime, notwithſtanding his penaunce 
of fiftyeyeeres ,1f hee liued ſo long after his ſinne, yet 
was her not receyued into the holy Communion, vntill 
the ende of his dayes, which vet was holden an ade of 
great grace to the otfendour: whiche as J wilhe might 
warne the gouernours of our pollecye , not to ſuffer 
God to bee vareuerentlye offended with ſuch damnable 
crimes: Do, foz ſuche as haue pꝛophaned holpe places. 
pilled and abuſed the ſacred veſſelles, and yet thinke 
to eſchewe the terrible iudgement of God, 
let them reſoꝛte to the teſtimony of

And ik there bee any vutye of reuerence to the Fathers 
of the bodye , by greater reaſon doeth there belong a 
moze bigher eſtate of power, to the Spirituall Pas 
rentes, ſuch as diſpoſe no2riture to the ſonles, amongſt 
whome as ſuche as are fierce and diſobedient, are ſub- 
iecte to pꝛeſent puniſhment : Soeuen they are with⸗ 
in the power of the ſame ſentence , whiche gaineſaye 
Magiſtrates being the Fathers of the common weale. 
Jn this vice togeather with all others, thecauſes and 
mouers of the ſame ought to bee puniſhed, as a pꝛoude 
hearte, a hautye Spirite , a malicious wyll, and na⸗ 
tures fo arrogancye. , furye , and diſobedi⸗ 
ence; Hearr let Fathers alſo bee warned not to pzoucke 
they? childzen to wꝛath and by they; ftraiteneſle, dzyue 
them into contempt. 
Touching the Seconde foꝛbidding murder: euen 
fromthe Lawe of nature GO D hath ozvayned that 
not onelye man, but euen the Beaſt that takes away 
the lyfe ola man, ſhoulde ſuffer death, wherein God 
him ſelfeſeming to gene the reaſon why hee dyd in⸗ 
ſtitute that payne, ſayeth , That man being made Sene-8.

meaning that in the Judge is no power to conſent that 
the Parents of the dead, ſhould ſell the death of him that 
was murdered, but that life ſhould bee rendered fo2 life, 
neyther do I thinke that there had beene any paine ſuffi- 
cient to puniſh the effuſion of blod,ifit had not beene rus 
led by the Lawe, ſeeing that in true equitie it tan not bee 
poſſible to ſatiſfye ſo vile an acte, yea, though the partie 
endured ſtraite and long faſting, to pzaye inceſſantly to 
God, to diſtribute all his godes foꝛ Gods ſake, put on 
herecloathe , to ſuffer harde lodging, and paſſe in effect 
thozowecucry pang and paſſion of a Party2e. 
That is no ſatiſfaction where reſtitucion is not made 
with the like: who hath power to geue life in exchaunge 
fo2 lyte? what iuſt recompence can bee offered to the pa- 
rentes foꝛ the ſlaughter of they2zChilde 2 oꝛ howe can 
the Sonne bee ſatiſfied fo2 the death of his Parentes: 
euen ſo in other murders there can bee no iuſt ſatiſfacti- 
on, and muche leſſe any equalitye. 

So that, if fo2 razing oz burning a materiall temple, 
o2 ſometimes a common houſe, the offendour ſuffereth 


iuſtlpe the toꝛment of the fyze.howe ſhoulde hee eſcape, 
who pullethdowne to the earth the true porn 
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{emiple of God,andbis fared houſe; Dauid,by whom 
was wꝛought the death or his Capitaine Vrias , coulde — 
neuer haue pardon of God (notwithſtanding his great 
penaunte in continuall teares, where with hee ſayde hee . 
watered and bathed euerpe night, his couche) befoꝛe hee f 
had pꝛoued infinite miſeries, and his fonne conteiued in 
avulterye, dead: Yea, knowing the lawe to ber inuio⸗ tal 9. 
lable , hee would not graunt Pardon to the murderer. 
Toab his great Conſtable, notwithſtanding the merite 
of his many ſerr:ices,and being the onelye meane by the 2. King. 12. 
— his Aingdome, ſo well did hee know 
n that God bare to ſette murder, and 
—— ſpill blood, which cryeth on earth con⸗ 
tinuall vengeance afoꝛe God againſt the murderer, and 
againſt the Judge that delaieth ſharpe and ſpeedy iuſtice, en. . 
pea, alſo againſt the inhabitauntes of the place, if they 
bee careleſſe to pꝛoture ſeuere puniſhment: this is alſo 
one argument that the etfucion of blodis of great diſj⸗ 
pleaſure with Ood, fo2 that, who ſo killeth another bs 
chaunce, being free from malice x farre from any mode 
ok grudge, mull of neceſſity withdꝛawe him ſelfe into a 
Toune of refuge aſſured by the lawe, there to remaine Out. 9 
vntil the death of the great Pꝛieſt, other waies there is 
no ſuretie ot his life.

In the ſame is fa2bidden al cone- 
uetouſneſſe of Eſtates, honours, and dignityes by am- 
bition,pzeſumption andglozye: andnslede the thyꝛſle 
after another mannes life by hate, cnuyeo2 Auarice: 
Wherein we are expꝛellie commaundedto beare deſire 
and will fo do pleaſure and ſeruice to our neighbour by 
the contraye defence to haueno affection oz diſpoſition 
to hurt him. This wicked luſt, is thepzincipallrote 
and ſirſt cauſe in the coꝛruption of nature, to make vs 
WM hozemongers, to become theeucs , to commit mur⸗ 
der, to enter into falſe teſtimony , and to be ffained with 
all other vices. Do that as when the Lawe ftoppes 
the tonduittes of theſe common offences againſt our 
neyghbour,ſhe fozeſeth that the vices,riling therupon, 
ouerfiowe no moze the wozlde.

ning him foz his mirth being ſo diſpoyled, was puniſhed 1 


of God to remaine barreyne : And as in many ok his Pſal- 
mes he allureth men to the ſpirituall daunſes, J meane 
ſuch wherein God is pꝛapſed: ſo we ſe& in . Luke that af 
the rcturneof the childe of conuerſſon, the father tauſed 
inſtrumentes to be ſounded, e daunſes to begyn, expꝛeſ⸗ 
ſing the great iop be foke in the reſtitution of his lonne: 

Jn example of whiche ſpirituall reioyſing. the Chziſtians 
being victozious ouer the Gentiles,(J meane,when their 
idols were pulled downe to the grounde,at the conuerſion 
of the Emperour Conſtantine, and other god Painccs 
ſucceeding) daunſed neare to the Temples vpon feſtiuall 
dayes, ſinging pꝛayſes to God in exaltations and ſpiritu⸗ 
all ioy, which daunſes were afterwardes aboliſhed foz 
their abuſcs: But in all the time of antiquity we finde not 
that men and women daunſed together, becauſe they 


woulde geue no ſuſpition, no pzactiſe affection of fleſhly 


luſt: 
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inf - onely we finde that the Iſraelite idolatours, with 
their wiues and daughfers,hande ouer bead as the ſaying 
is, daunſed about their Calfe of God: And the Sichimites 
afoze the Temple of their idoll , wbich pꝛwues that ſuch 
daunſes came from idolaters and Pagans, in whom was 
no other pꝛetente but to followe vaine paſtime, and do 
bonour to their idols, which Jfcare may be noted in ma⸗ 
nye of our daunſers of this time,who with the cuſtome of 
Bacchus Anigbts, making feaſt to their idol Bacchus, ſticke 
not in their dꝛonkennes to offer ſacriſiceto Venus, hauing 
their eares cozrnpt with the noyſe of diſſolute Puſicke, 
their mouthes infeatcd with vnchaſte diſcourſe, and their 
geuen ouer to all diſhoneſt thoughtes and enterpꝛiſes. 

To theſe are much helping the eyes led with the gaze 


ol impudent ieſture, with many other like ſubſtitutes orf 


filthineſſe. | 
Foz theſe abuſes, and many other reaſons, expꝛeſſing 
the generall cozruption of the pzeſent ſeaſon, it is requiſit 
to the officers and direcers of the pollecie, to reſtraine 
ſuch daunſes, ſpecially being repꝛoued in the ſcripture in 
this tert: They haue well eaten and dꝛonke, and then 
they riſe to playe and daunſe, wbiche ſome interpzete to 
idolatry: But who did euer ſ a man of ſobzicty to be a 
daunſer ſaith Tully, who ſpeaking in the defenſe of a Ro- 
maine, whom Cato accuſed of daunſing, (which was an 
— aceofinfamie) cleared dim from the imputation of that 
vice by the modeſtie of his countenaunce and ſober con⸗ 
nerſation of life, alluding to daunſers, ieſtures of ins 
tcmperauncie, not much vnlike the behagiour of dꝛon⸗ 
kardes: Let therefoze the Pagiſtrafe refozmec the vice, 
andcull the abuſes out of the vertue: And if they wyll 
eftſones reſtoze the firſt and auncicnt daunſes: Let them 
be ioyned to ſuch modeſty, honelky, e ſimplicity, that they 
holde nothing ol the impudencie of he Gentiles: Let them 
fozbeare to ſing vaine and filthye ſonges, fo2 it is wꝛit⸗ 
ten, That euyll ſpeache cozrupteth god maners,not onely 
in common talke, but moze rather in wanton ſonges :

A thing very daungerous, but ſpecially fo young men and 
mapdes, afoze whom Plato g Ariſtotle in their pollitikes, 
would not geue ſufferaunce to any diſhoneſt ſpeache, no; 
to haue read any wanton Poetrp, ſpeciallp if it conteyned 
impicty to the Gods. And much lefſe woulde they ſuffer 
their youth to beholde any painting oz purtreit of villany, 
thereby not to cozrupt their tender ſenſes, apt in that age 
to receine vile impꝛeſſions. Let Daunces then erpzcſſe 
mode ſtie, both in their ſinging, Bermonies, and geſtures, 
being onely pzaciſedin honourable aſſemblies and ma- 
riages: But iu other banquets and mietings, as in Ta- 
uernes t bzother hodes of epicurity, Let all Daunſing be 
reputed as cuſtome of the Pagans,and wozthy of ſentente: 
I with that in place of Daunſes at mariage,the time were 
ſupplied with ſome Comical oz hilkozical ſhow of the aun⸗ 
cient Pariages of Abraham and Sara, of Iſaac q Rebecca, 
andofthe two Tobies,andtheyz Wines, matters done 
and tending muche to edit ye the aſſiſtauntes. 

But foz reſolution of all ſo2tes of playes,vaine,wozlbly, 


and diſſolate,as all men haue a notable example in the life 


of Ieremie, who ſayde hee was neuer in the Aſſemblye of 
plapers: o letmaydes take fo2 they2 example, Sara wife 
of Tobias, whobefoze ſhe was maryed with him, and de⸗ 
to be deliuered of the perpleritie whcrin 
ſhe was, put bim in rememb2ance of the contempt of all 
vaine thinges: Chou knoweſt © Lo2d ſaxeth ſhe,that 4 
neuer kept cuſtome with plaiers noz daunſers, andmuch 
leſſe had connerſation with ſuche as walke in lightnes , to 

whom vanitye is as eaſye., as a ſtrawe to bir toſſed in the 
winde: Sure it is not miete to ſing the Pſalmes of Dauid 
in daunſes, as they do in Almaines , the matter being to

into ſo wicked an ace. |

This Apoſtolik cuſfome appeereth euen at this day(in many 
antes wording with that antiquity) in certaine auncient 
townes, where be many hoſpitals called commaunderyes, 
as hauing in euer one of them a Deacon,commaunding as 
a ſpcciall gouernour vnder the Biſhop oz Chapter,to whom 
he was to make accountatcertaine times of the receypt , x 
diſtribution to the p2offite of the paze : Foz to al thoſehouſes 
belonged great reuenues , becauſe the churchmen liberally 
contributing, departed the renenues with the Biſhop, and 
the thirde part oꝛ (accozding to the counſell of Nome in Sil- 
ueſters time) the fourth part af the leaſt was employed that 
waye : the Byſhop toe the firſt, the Canons the ſecond, the 
third was ginen to the reperation of Churches, ide fourth 
(as is ſayde)was the ſhare ol the pe. There were 'beſives 
theſe many generall collections, many perticuler almes in 
large charity : many legaſtes by the teſtamentes of richmen 
were tranſferred thyther, and after the churches were riche, 
all fines and common confiſcations were applied therevnto: 
by which meanes,hoſpitals became tho richeſt houſes of a 
country, But ſuch wzetchednelſe is happened with the co2-

park, and the reuenues and benefites growing by Legacies 
of god men, are loft foz want of lyuing : Foz thoſe com- 
maunders durſt not dꝛaw them into queſtion, either fearing 
to be repꝛoched foz their owne diſlolucions, oꝛ glad fo ve ſci⸗ 
lence, and liue in peace with their vlurped ware ol the ey 
0 
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of the pe: And lo they haue ſuffered all to be loft which 
was pꝛoper to the p@ze,both what was incertayne renenne, 
and what might haue growen to their relefe by caſuall de⸗ 
vocion, reteyning to them ſelues what they lift attribute to 
the merite of their paynes, which, beſides their trayayle ro 
collea, ſhoulde haue ſtretched, to viſite, comfoꝛt, and care foz 
the pwze: If they bad with balfe of that they toke, but pꝛe⸗ 
ſcrued the bouſes which now are fallen to ruine, they bad pet 
jg a great parte of their duetpe foz thele latter 
Foz touching the firſt ſeaſons, as there hath been allowed no 
excuſe,ſo in theſe latter dayesſhal! none be admitted, it they 
do not commit their charges into the handes of ſuch as baue 
power to reduce them-toozder, which are,geuernozs of the 
pollecy, who accozding to God and the zeale to their country, 
art to take hart & enfozce reſtitution of that that hath bens 
taken away t deuided into cantels, whereby the por puns 
os is robbeo by ſacriledge : pꝛocuring alſo reſtozation of 
the fir ſt collections andalmes foz the continuaunee of a thing 
ſo pittifull, and agreable to God: Foꝛ the iich tbe auncient 
- Macedonians were ſo liberall, that they gaue not onlye one 
part ot their geodes, but alſo offredthemſelues as S. Paule 
waiteth; Let them ſearch out the auncient debtes due to hoſ- 
pitals and let ſuch as are indebted therin be compelled in that 4 
which they arc bounde fo pay foz the gods they holde of their 
aunceſtozs: pealct themſclues in recompence ofthe wzong 
they haue donne in times paſt to the poꝛe. and fo2 the honour 
of God,fay with Zacheas to Jeſus Chzilk,that fo: penaunce, 
be will ſatiſſie ſuch to whome he was bounde : J will gyue 
(ſayth he) the balfe of all my godes to the poꝛe, and if à baue 
decepued anye manne, 3 will reſtoze it fourcfold, which Luke.:, 
if they doe net, let them not thinke that they ſtande in 
other ſtate afoze GD D. then as men accuſed ok theft, rob⸗ 
ber and murder, yea the counſcll of Carthage calleth them 
murderers of the poꝛe. 1632 e ee | 
And thus Gouernours hauing pꝛouided that the reue⸗ 
nue be ſufficient foꝛ the poze paſſengers, and vnhable pco- 
ple, lette the hable paſſengers , Alter two oz thꝛe aun 
„ 2 raoepoſe 
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repoſe andharboz2,hanetheir leane to depart, and the impo⸗ 
tent vered with ſickeneſfe,be farniſhed of Phiſitians and po⸗ 
tbicaries foz the cure ot their diſeaſes, wbich being recouered 
to auopde pdleneſſe,let them be recontinued to trauell and 
labour foz their lining : Bat incaſe of defect by imbecillp⸗ 
tie ok nature, oz iniquityoftime,let gouernours meaſure the 
relefe of ſuch accozding to the hability of their perſons, and 
by their owne charitable diſcretion: and ifthere be any who 
either by impotencyoflimmes,oz imbecilyty of age, can not 
get their ſufficient ſuſtenaunce, let their god willes be fanos 
red andtheir defectes ſupplied ofthe common ſtoze,applying 
polde women to p; laboz of þ ſpindle accoꝛding tothe means 
they baue to wozke vpon. Al impotents of nature, as ſuch as 
arevered with d paulſey, t others who being reſtrayned in 
mebers are vnhable to laboz,blindmen,Fx all ſuſfring defects 
of body,ought to be noziſhed wholy of p almes: x vet þ blind 
are not ſo fully excuſable,but they may be applied to fome- 
thing, loꝛ Þ in many of them god hath raiſed ſupplies 6f Ver» 
tues & wildom, as to Dydimus.And ſeeing ſuch as are lame, 
may aptly ynough ſuffice to leade the-blyibe it cannot be 
but contrary to god oꝛder, to apply ſtoute and able beggers 
to that office in whome is capacity to trauell in their trade: 
Such as are lame onlp of their fete and legges,. haue pet an 
vſe of their handes,epther with the nerdle oz ſach like inſtru⸗ 
ment: and ſach as are onelpe dombe, are not vnſite fo; all 
that to labour, Touching pazechildzen whoſe inſufficiencye 
of age makes them vnhable to gaine their neceſſarpe ſuſte- 
naunce.it cannot but be a wozke of great compaſſion to ap⸗ 
piythem to learning in a colledge vnder the inſtruction of 
ſome god ſcolemaſter: by whoſe induſtry, and helpe of gods 
ſpirite they may ryſe in time tobe members ſerniceable to 
their common weales : ſuch as haue no diſpoſition fo ſkudye, 
maybe applyed to ather ſciences acco2ding to the rate and 
meaſure of their capacities : Touching poze maydes,wee 
banc befoze recommended them to the honozable and bertu- 
ous dames of euery Citpe , whome we beſech eftſones,fo2

A Colledge oz ſchole is the foundacis 
on t floziſhing bꝛaunches of a common weale, the com- 
mon ſtoare houſe of all knowledge, the faſhioner of all 
young wittes, a pure fountaine purging all cozru 
natures,and as a fozme 02 moule of all aſwel 
As diuine perfections: it is a — — 
— vertue it is — 
the fo2treſſe of Pallas: it is the plate wherein is perfoꝛ⸗ 
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ſtitution of pietie: yea it is the oꝛnament᷑ and glozie of 
Cities,a bulwarke to Boꝛowes t to vplandiſh townes 
of the fielden and the very beginning, continuance,and 
piller of Religion. Thus Colleages, being the cauſes 
and perfect effectes of ſo many benefites, deſerue alſo 
(without compariſon)moze ſingular recommendacion 
then all the hoſpitalles of the wozld : Foz in Colleges 
o2 Scholes are nourifhed and polifhed the mindes of 
men, being the diuine, heauenly x immoztall purtraits 
of the diuinitie of God, and in hoſpitalles only the co2- 
ruptible and moꝛtal bodies of decayed men are fed ann 
cheriſhed. Jn Colleges alſo poꝛe childzen may bee ſuſ⸗ 
teined,if the houſes haue liberal dowzies, the ſame mi- 
niſtring great cauſe to the gouernours to pzouide Col⸗ 
ledges, ſeeing alſo it is a common intereſt to all men to 
fee to the god inſtruction and education of youth, what 
courſe of ſcience ſo euer they ths as hauing no abilities 


of them ſelues to know what is god, boneſt, p:offtable 
noz what is conducible to the ſafetie oftheir ſonles,and 
much lefſefo diſcerne God and ſearche out his wil: yea 
they ſhal be ignozant in their rule and gonernment of 
humaine reaſon (ſo wicked and obſcure a nature cars 
rie they by ſinnes)ſo ignozant is their ſpirit,fo peruer⸗ 
ſed their will and affections, whereby thoſe childꝛen fo⸗ 
towing time, without diſcipline and inſtitution, ſhould 
fall into infinit errours and diſſolute manners: and as 
vice encreaſeth as the wicked wiede groweth without 
culture 02 laboz,and every minde by his pꝛoper nature 
caried to doe euill, where vertnes cannot bee attained 
without diſcipline and inſtruction: ſo, theſe poung foꝛ⸗ 
ward plantes if thei ſhould not be licozred with whole- 
fome moyſture and moderated by the induſtrie of ſkil⸗ 
full wozkmen, they would bzing fozthfruites of coꝛru⸗ 
ptton and troubles to their common weales, and in the 
end onergrow them to their generall deſtructiun.

that aſwell the beauty ofthe wozkmanthip as the ſere⸗ 
nitie of the place. may dzaw childzen of noble houſes to 
paſſe their youth there, and inuite other god wittes 
to eſtabliſhe and follow the ſtudie of learning: The 
romthes ſtanding in ſuch amplitude, and the chambers

of Chriſtian government. 
Frankes at the leaſt, foz the which they haue bene and 
are amongeſt all other cities moſt celebzated. Others 
not hauing like abilitie in wealth, but no leſſe fozward 
in affection to learning, ſcæking not to be low oz negli⸗ 
gent in that, which they ſawe rayſed their common 
weale to benefite, and them ſolues into immoztall 
honoꝛ, pꝛocured bꝛotherheads to be annexed, leuied ge⸗ 
nerall and particular gatheringes to erecte and endue 
their Colledges, and ſolicited Biſhops to tranſferre the 
ayde of certaine benefices, makinge by that induſtrie 
their colledges both faire and riche: wherein, in ſome 


places as the pꝛinte (to helpe the want at ſome townes - 


vnable but well diſpoſed to plant ſuch foundacion of a 


common weale) hath wiſely appointed the Cathedꝛall 
and Collegtall churches to beſtow Cannon pzebendes 


to the retiefe of Colledges, ſpetially in their capitall 
Townes, where ought to bee the. reſidence of learned 
men to teach the whole Dioccſſe. So in many townes 
ſpecially in Fraunce, where they haue ſo.ready meane, 
and either will not oz dare not apptie it fo bſe, what 
great offence doe they to their Countrep, and pitiefull 
wꝛong to their vniuerſall youth?foz where their cities 


are pwze,and hauechapters and riche churches ta ſup⸗ 


plie their pꝛouiſion with the reuenue of pꝛebendes 
whileſt they are voyde: vet, they leaue the care and pꝛo 
uidence of their pꝛince without erecution, and are neg⸗ 


ligent in the inſtruction of their paze & frayle youth, - 


fo; the which they ſtande not onely condemned afoze 
God, but alſo ſubiecte to repꝛoche in all poſteritie., rea 


even ofthe youth them ſelues. to their perpetual dicho⸗ 


noꝛ: (young wittes being by their negligence abando⸗

ought to confozme themſelues in all things, whither it 
be in ſpeech, ieſture. lite, oꝛ any conuerſation, not ſuffes * 
ring fo be founde in them any vice, no moꝛe then ought 
to be any ſtayne in a cleare loking glaſfe (foz they bes 
mirroures of pouth) wherein we behold our ſelues fo 
the end to wipe away ſuch ſpottes as be vpon onr face: 
if it be ſo(as we ſaid befoꝛe) that ſuch as is the gouer⸗ 
nour of a Citie. ſuch are the Citizens, although iudge⸗ 
mente reaſon topned with the exerciſe of humane afo 
faires giues them an vnderſtanding to diſcerne what 
is god and hurt fall fo them:what expectation oz hope 
of faſhionis there in youngchildzen, who as apes couns 
terfeting naturally all that they ſec done, expꝛeſſe as 
neare as they tan, the manners e reſemblance of their 
Paſter. he ame was the cauſe that that great and 
ercellent Poet Homer. in his philoſophicall poeſi e, faps 
ned, that Achilla, ſo eloquent and ercellent in deedes of 
armes. had with him al wapes his Paſter Phenix the

leader of all god Paſters, who inſtructed him in the 


partes of well ſpeaking, and was to him alwayes as 
an example ot noble aces: from Pithagoras,eArchyras, 
Socrates, and Plato are deriued great Philoſophers, and 
very vertuous Diſciples , as good followers of their 
wiſe and vertuous Paſters, euen as from pure founs 
taines , flow riners like to them in cleare faireneſſe: 
But of the contrary, when ſchollers ſhall ſee in their 
Maſters both ignoꝛance, erroꝛ, and all ſoztes of vice,has 
ning neither counſell to conſider the faults of their tea⸗ 
chers,noz ſubiett to cozrection of any other,map it not 
be ſaped by them, as in a Greeke pꝛouerbe was laped 
againſt a ſophiſter hauing Diſciples like to him ſelfe, 
that ofa wicked Crow comes a wozſe egge: meaning, 
that 


John, and peſ Chriſt, called ſeedes of Uipers ſuche as 
were enuenemed with falſe diſcipline, of a wicked 
toung, ſuttle ipocriſie,andinward mallite of the Pha⸗ 
reſies, and other Paſters cozrupted in ſuch dices: wee 
read that the mightie Alexander obſeruing his Palter 
Leonides giuen to dzunkennes, became ſo inteperat in 
dzinking, that he did many infamous acs,yea,not ſpas 


ring to kill adears friend of his, and one ofhis:-chiefe(t. 
Philoſophers : 3t is a thing moſt conſenting to the nas 


ture of a childe to imitate. vices expꝛeſſed befoze him in 
demonftracion, + molt eaſie to coxrupt him by wicked 
example, whoſe nature of it ſeiſe is full of cozrnption, 
t dꝛaweth him by kind to vices without the aide of out» 


ward doctrine, euen as it is eaſie to one iſſnedofa race: 


infected with lepꝛoſie. oz other toꝛruption of nature, to 
fall ettſones into that diſeaſe being naturall and contas 
gious. ſpecially if he haue familiar conuerſation oz go- 
nernement with ſuch as are infected: is it not eaſie to 
make bim to fall that is weake, and not able tu ſtand 
vpaight, Aa" ® 


by an euill Paſter whither it be in doctrine oz life,

licon,q Parnaſſus (mountains Ggnifying the raiſed hart 
and induſtrie we ought to haue, fo come to the type of 
true erudicion)if they be not led, 4 as it were dzawne 
by the hand with often exhoztation take coꝛgae by ſuch 
as follow the right, hard, and ſtraite waye of vertue 


* ſcience, which is, ſcuh as are their vertuous and ſkil- 


full Maſters of long time exerciſed in their owne pꝛo⸗ 
feſſion. The auntients in times paſt foz the many be⸗ 
nefites growing to common weales by the induſtrie 
of learned and vertuous inſtruders, compared them to 
god Dyers, giuing a god and faire teynt oz die fo cloth 
of it ſelfe vile and vnpoliſhed, which afterward in re- 
ſpec of his excellent toller becomes ſerniceable and v⸗ 


ſuall fo Pꝛintes, Kynges, and Cmperours : ſome ot 


them reſemble them with learned Painters, who vp⸗ 


pon their tables dꝛaw ſo faire pictures that ther is not 


ſo great a Lozde, who takes not pleaſure to beholde 
them. And ſome compare them to excellent caruers of 
Images, who vndertaking to wozke purtreytes out of 

rude and vnpoliſhed ſtones, ſmoth them firſt, and cut 
them afterwards by ſuch Art and cunning, rayſing ſo 
lively and naturall foꝛmes, that to make them natu⸗ 
rall bodies, there ſeames to want nothing but life and

they take away quite the ſirſt nature of the ſtone out of 
the which they were hewed: euen ſo do wiſe, learned.

them into ſuch pꝛopoꝛtion with continuall licking with 
their tounge,that in the endthey them ſach anew. 
fourme of their kinde, that by s naturall indukrie, 
they ſeeme to haue reengendꝛed them, 

In this, ſcholemaiſters are phiſicions cothe wales of 


tions, and pꝛeſcribing them ſinguler remedies, anti 

dotes and pꝛeſeruatiues againſt vices, they pꝛepare by 
this ſpirituall medecine a perpetuall ſauetie to their 
ſonles. Labourers wading their groundconered with 
thoznes and thiſtles, and then applying connenient til- 
thes, make it ready foz the ſede. which being god, and 
ſowen in ſeaſon,erpzeſſeth apparatly, what pꝛoſit and 


| benefit the trauell ofthe plough man bꝛinges. Garde⸗ 


ners, by newe griffing oz impinge vnfrutefnll oz ſa- 
uage trees doe as it were renew them and chaunge all 
their firſt and naturall qualitie ofa tree. It is ſeene in 
euerycountrey of the wozlo, howe neceſſarie is the of- 
fice of a god heards man, to leade and guide his flocky« 
which, without his pzouidence would ſtande diſperſed 
in to many caſualties and perilles . The potters, bf 
claxiſh earth, foule to ſte, but moze noyſome to handle 
fo; ha itembzueththe haus by their att .. 
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| fo faire and delightful, that they are made neceſſary to 
the vſes of great men, Laſtly, who knoweth not, that 
the goldſmith by the ſkill of his arte dꝛaweih out of 


lumpes of mettell and ſtoves vnpolliſhed, even ſuche 


faire and p2ecious iewelles, that they giue beautie and 
honoz to the moſt ately Scepters of the greateſt Cm 
perours, Rings, and regentesof the wozld, 

By theſe compariſons , the auncientes gane the 
wozlde to vnderſtande, howe much younge childzen 


ging both manners and coꝛrupt complexions, they are 
by diſcipline ( as it were) refyned, and made others 
then they were afoze by their infecte.nature : which 
was very well confeſſed by Socrates, when Zophirus (a 
Southſayerof the condicions of men by their Linas 
ments and outward pourtraites ) Judged him intem⸗ 
and Lecherus, which being found falſe by all ſuch 
his ſpa re conuerſacion nd chaſtitie: Socrates

had be bien by his inclination, 4f Philoſopbie had not 
wholly chaunged him and made him an other. The 
teachers and inſtructers of vouth, reſemble aptlie the 
paynfall maſters and tamers of ſierce t ſauage beaſts, 
fo2 in handling them in their firſt and fearfull age they 
chaunge the firſte nature of thoſe beaſtes, and make 
them foꝛget the vices x erro2s of they2 oꝛiginall kinde, 
as we ſ& by-yonge Lions who are made familier and 
_ obedient to they2 teachers, beeing of theyz nature 
full ot fur and crueitie:we ſe birds bzought to ſpeake 
Haukes reclapmed from they? fierce nature, famili⸗ 
erly feꝛde vpon the fyſt of their kepers,cuen ſo by god 
inſtitucids of graue and wiſe maſters, the wits of chil⸗ 
dꝛen are connerted and made tractable to any maners 


tod niede of the god and diligente inftitucions and 
doctrine of learned Paſters,by whoſe meanes, chaun⸗ 
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e domch luz $ they) tozruptior 
backt with cuſtome maks them carelesof cozrection. 
Che tender twigge 02 bzaunche of a trie, albeit 
it becrwkcd, map be eaſely made ftraightin the time 
bk his tendernes, but being growento his ſtrength he 
is moze apt to be bzoken then bowed: The ware whys 
leſte it is ſoſte, is ready to reteaue any impzeſſion oz 
fozme bf him that chaffeth- it by the fier , but wing 
eftſons refolued to hardues he bears no comoditye oz 
ble: The birdes that are taught toſpeake, muſt be fas 
ken vounge and made to know the cage: L ions it 
they bee not litell, are not made tame but with perill, 
yea they muſte be ſhut in yzen grates, andencloſed in 
ſtraight iodgings, and ſo of other ſanage beaſtes which 
vou go about to make familiar: Euen ſo is it ofpoung 
childzen, who in their poung ages, apt then to take 
diſcipline + infkructis, if thep be not diligently — 
but that vou fauour them with ſufferance of 
years, you take awaye the onlpe ready mean to fi 
them as you wilhe, and they tobe. They muſte 
de inſtructed by men of vertuous life, and 
great grauety in diſcretid,yca by fuch as haue bien firſt 
kept with in the compaſſe of acoltege, foz that to ioyne 
libertie to their inclinacions is to make them reſoluta 
in euill and lead them in to infinit periles: late left 
many leſſons to parents to inſtruct their childꝛẽ, when 
they wear voung, and by teachers lerned wiſe x well⸗ 
condictoned: And the ſcripture in many places enioyn⸗ 
neth them ther vnts vpon ſtraight paine tobe tondem 
ned with there childzen in ſuch faultes as they ſhall 
comit foz not benig welt inftructed : here, fo: a laſts 
reſemblaunce to pꝛoue how neceſſary is the firſt edu⸗ 
tatid to chaunge nature, ma auowch the experience 
of Licurgus by two litle whelps;who comigof on litter 
ought alſo to expzeſſe on (elf e com nature, yet bicanſe

ſolenne with ſtudy: oz as to great continuance 02 fozcs 
of trauell, bꝛeakes the ſtrength of the bodie, andalſs 
long idlenes reſtraines and weakeneth it,yea even to 
vere it with the leaſt trauell that is: ſo,in t vehement 
and continuall ſtudie is great peril,ſpecially to the ſoft 
and tender bzaineof a young childe, which it makes 
dull euen to lothe and hate all ſtudie, and takes awaye 
all aptnes and power to compꝛehend and retaine aupe 
doctrine: ſo that as in al other actions, ſo in this chicfly 
medtacrette and diſcretion is a pꝛincipall vertue.

it is not put in leruice, and to great foꝛce eyther 
it oz bꝛeakes it: ſo alſo, as idlenes ſednceth go 
and makes them apt to any contrary arte, by contra⸗ 
ry reaſon, immoderate labour and to great feruentis 
in ſtudie ſpopleth the ſofte wittes of poung childzen. 
The young and couragious hoꝛſe of his owne nature 
ficrſe and hoat,deſirous to runne if his keeper giue him 
the cariere. but moze,if he fele the ſpurres, doth eaſely 
runne him ſelfe out of bꝛeath. and becomes in the ende 
vnp2ofitable:ſo frequentacton of ſtudie diſpoſed into vs 
hement andint 2at ſeaſons, cloſeth the young wit 
ot a childe, wherein there is no leſſe neceffitte of care to 
his maifſter,then to keepehim from long idclnes, Foz 
that tauſe is there requiſite as 3 ſayd) wiſe wdgement 
and diſcretion in ſcholemaiſters of youth to pꝛouide fog 
all things by rate and meaſare belonging to their in⸗ 
ſtruaion, as to gpue the ſpurres to ſuch as are lowe :

ning Religion: oz in things naturall and ciuill there 
was moze libertie. Then fleeing childzen are cozrupte, 
(as Quintulianus ſaith) befoze they tan goe, being noꝛiſ⸗ 
ſhed in delifes rather then vnderſtand them, and loue 
the vices which they learne in the pallaices of their pas 
rents,afoze they haue ability ts iudge of them, (ſuch is 
their infection even from their firſt education and noꝛ⸗ 
ture) thei ſtand nerd of rate and meaſure, and to be toꝛ⸗ 
rected euen from their cradle. We ſaped befoze that 
doctrine chapngeth the mind and makes it frnctifie,foz 
which cauſe the ſeripture compares it to the god ſ&de, 
which as with god tylthe bzinges foo2th gd fruite, ſo 
without it, the beſt groundes would rather ye lde thiſt⸗ 
les and thoꝛnes, then graine of pꝛoũt: as happencth in 
often experience by the beſt kinde of cozne, which dili⸗ 
gently ſowne but in common grounde, tour nes often- 
tymes into poppel and light graine, either by the fault 
of the ground, the txme, oz the labozer.

amongeſt th Origen was not the leaſt zealous :and 
S. Grigerie the Pope refuſcd not this vocation foz cer⸗ 
taine houres ofthe day: Foz conſiderations, a 


certaine learned doctoꝛ of our time, and chauncelloz of 2 ohm 
afamous bninerütie, bab no ſhame to go thozow the Sr.. & 
Colleadges of the vniuerſities at certaine connenient 
houres, and teach little childzen in familiar doctrines 
which be did foz the loue + 3eale of God: And being of- 
tentimes repꝛoched by other doctozs,thathe ſhewed an 
example vnwozthy bis place, ſpecially fozthat there 
were ſufficient tuters to that purpoſe : he aunſwerey 
that they were as fleſhiy doctozs, refembling the Apo⸗ = 
Kles not yet in full libertie of the ſpirite, who, by glozi- | -Y

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acceſſe fo him but by thoſe that weregrane: J aſke ot 
thoſe fleſhly docto2s, whether the ſhepebeard that keeps 
the Lambes ofa Father ot houſhold da not as god and 
agreeable ſeruite to his Maſter, as if he had in charge 
greater (@pe: Aa Father ſhew moze deare loue to 
dis little childzen; then to thoſe that haue riper age,f6- 
loweth it not bycongruent reaſon,that ſuch as giue ſuc 
coures to thoſe little ones and kepe them from daun⸗ 
ger, deſerve better retompente of the Father, then if 
they had done ſeruice to his greater ſonnes? A the lit⸗

The ſcholemaſter then, hauing in charge theſe lit⸗ 
tle lambes of Jeſus Chꝛiſt, and the pzeparing of this 
fender plant of his gardeine(which is the Charch) and 
laſtly the leading of theſe little childzen,. being the des

gent leruice ts his Loꝛde, and to God? And if ſuch as

of wiſedome and mayde with hir nine mayden ſiſters 
the Pules, who alſo as they ſignifte the exerciſc of ti? 
ences, eontayning in it virginitie and perpetuall hone⸗ 75 
Lie : ſo they are called ſiſters, as being all of one mu⸗ 
tnall ſocietie, and indinidible contunction, There is no 
thing but'vertue, and godlines in a ſchole,and t 
it deſerues well to be called a religion: if in any bokes 
of the pagans, there be woꝛdes vnciuill, dearing to vn 
chaſt loue, oꝛ expꝛeſſing nombers of Ooddes: ths ſchol⸗ 
lers are aduertiſed by their tutozs; that they are ſpee⸗ 
ches of infiveltes which knew not Gov,andtherfoze in 7 
taking the roſe, they may leaue the thoznes,and being ET: 
taught the god, they are alſo warned from that which 1 
is enilf , What reſtethnow moze to be alleadged of 44 
theſe detractozs and ſcoffers of the eſtate of ſcholema⸗ 
ters, ſo noble and Happie, and almoſt the generall 
. eanſe of all the benefites that are done in the wozlbe: 7 
Where they being men of vaine and light ſpirites, are 9 
alſo a people vnpꝛoſitable, and a burden and charge to ' 
che earth; Rattes and devowzing vermin of the gar- ' 
nozs of god men, bycauſe they haue not paſſed by good 
ſchwles ,where, (with ciuilitie in ſpeech and life) they” 
might haue learned ſome Art, pzofitable to their coun- 
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cannot leaue any teſtimonie that they liued vppon the 
earth foz that to them poſteritie can pꝛeſtribe no memo 
rie of God. Theſe ſcoffers by contempt call ſcholema- 
fters Magifiers and Dominos, which turnes as a glozy 
to them,foz that they haue thoſe names common with 
Jeſus Chꝛiſt ſaying to bis Diſciples, you call me A4.

affections and luſtes: where thoſe diſpiſers of god 
men(foz whom acco2ding to S/owor the t | 
ments of God are pzepared)are thꝛalles and lanes to 
their paſſions: vea, it is to be feared,that they are tuen 
the bondmen of Dathan, whom they obep, and are the 
executozs of his commaundements, whereof the grea⸗ 
teſt and moſt pernicious,is,tocontemne the god ſozt 
And ber with violence and wzong,men of learning and 
vertue, being an eſtate that moſt batter the kingdome 
of Dathan.e being ruine to his tirannie, But notwiths 
Kanving their ſcoffes and vaineimpediments,they are 
both Lo2ds and Paſters, as ererciſing both autho2itie 
and piſcipline in their iuriſdicion of their ſmail com⸗ 
mon weale, aſwell as the greateſt Magiſtrate of the 
earth:and to ſcoffe with thoſe ſcoffers, we may ſay thep 
baue their ſcepture in hand, with diſtribucion of high 
inferio; Juſtice: fos they condemne, tuſtefie, and ab- 
ſolue, © when they condemne there is noappeale:: pea 
there is ſuch direct pollecie in their comon weale, that

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liberal ſauing of our hono2 ę time, in which two things 
being ſo pꝛecious weought to be ſo ſparing, as not to 
be pꝛodigall in eyther ot them not to our very frinds: 
But to come to knowledg and vertu, they muſt firſt 
demaund them ol God, who is the only diſpoſer of the:

be maried with the riche, actoꝛding to the cuſtome of 
the Lecedemontans : And in the Stripture we ſind that 
men bought their wines as Jacob redeemed his, wheres 


in as it is a great repꝛoch to a man to take charge of a 


wife, if he daue not abilitie and meane to mayntaing 
hir: So in ſuch locieties, (A meane by bnlawful means 
in perſons vnlike in qualitie, and contzary in manners 
and nature, ) it happneth, that ſeldome is found trus 
friendſhip betwene man and wife, but diſſembled lone,

If they haue no exerciſe. how hardly are they faſhioned 
to the vſe of weapons? And being neuer accuſtomed ta 
marche,they'are with great difficultie trained and pꝛe⸗ 
pared to the field: And therfoze let no youth be noziſhey 
in eaſe, but ſpecially none y are dedicated to great af 
faires and martiall actiqns: Jn ſuch ſozt were faſhio- 
ned the youth of Rowe and Lecedemonie, who in thoſe 
two eſtates of people was moſt valiant and induſtri⸗ 
dus, after Lacedemonie,the youth of Germany flozilhed 
moſt by this education: which, ioyned with cuſtoms 
made them hable bodies, againſt hunger, thirſt, colde, 
heate, and all intolerable labours and neceſſities, But 
ſo ſone as they changed this excellãt courſe of exerciſe, 
and ſaffred their vouth to ide 4 languiſh in pleaſures, 
their c6mon weale became weake, and their floziſhing © 
triumphes turned into tauerne playes, whereby Lace- 
demonie was made a ſlaue to thoſe traungers}, oner 
whom ſhe had commaunded. Neue, the triumphant 
Lady ot the whole wozld,become but to the toũtenãte 
of a handmapd, and Germany, by this coꝛruption of the 
pouth of great houſes is now a place of god cheare, and

fode;which they ſhot at out of a little croſbowe, and it 
they bꝛought it downe with their arrow, it was the res 


warde of their pavnes ſo didthey learne to ſoꝛme their 


mindes in cinill manners, and faſhion their bodies to 
painefull erercife fo: the warre, wherein they became” 
fierce executioners in their age of abilitie. The oldeſt 
and of moſt auncient courage and vertue, were inſtitu⸗ 
ted maſters ouer the vouth . in whom if euer fault and 
erroʒ were not repzehended, the maiſter was condems 
ned to a fpne.

loue, honour, and obedience, is hee bound to beare to 
his Father and mother, by whom, oꝛ at the leaſt, with⸗ 
gut whom, he had not enioped them: but if he make no 
recompence to his power andlefle thankefull at all to 
his parents, is not his ingratitude intollerable, and by 
tuft right him ſelfe deſerue to be depziued of ally ſame 


law takes away without appeale þ life of him that ofs 
fendes his father and mother. But if the vathankfull 
nt child be flattered with ſome pꝛolperitie 
let him t it hat no long continuaunce, no moze 
then the itch of an olde man is aunt longer then it 
is clawed but being ſcratched, it falles of ſmarting: Foz 
it is w2itten, that whocurſeth oz doth euill to his Fa- 


ther and mother, bis light ſhalbe put out in the middeſt S* 


ol darknes, that is, he ſhall loſe his pꝛolperitie t god 
hap in the middeſt of aduerſities and darke miſeries. 
which ſhall fall vppon him euen when hee thinkes to 
Keepe moſt ſoundly in the delites, pleaſures, and eaſes 
of this wo2ld. Belides,the better todzawe childzen to 
obedience, God pꝛomiſeth them long life: bonour(ſaith 


the earth: to which pꝛomiſe aboue all other Saint Paule 
ſapth,is added ſuretie ofrecompence:as in the pꝛomiſe 
of long life,is ment commoditie, reſt, and neceſſary fur 
nitures of life, as plentie of wealth and humane feliti⸗ 
ties: Foz which cauſe it is ſayd in another place that Þ

tunſtrmeth and continneth in happy ſacceſfion the hou / 
ſes and families of their childzen: as of the contrary 
their carſe helpeth much to the ruine : ſubnerſton of p 
fame. Touching the honour they get by obeying their 
father and mother, it is wzitten: liſten my ſonne to the 
diſcipline of thy father, and let not the law of thy mo⸗ 
ther be fo2zcotten of thee, to the endgrace might de ioy⸗ 
ned to thy head, and collers about thy necke:if thou do 
thy dutie ofa god ſonne to them, God wil gine thee this 
fauour and tredite to be honozedof all men, e raiſe thee 
into that eſtate where thou ſhalt biare the honozable 
enſeignesof thyhighdignitte, euen as we ſee kynges 
beare their diademes vppon their heads, and Knights 
of the oꝛder their pꝛetious collers of golde about their 
neckes, in ſigne of their dignitie, honour and autdozity 
due to them fo2 their vertues by which they haue woꝛ⸗ 
thely aſpired to ſuch eſtates. Seing then God reſerueth 
fo: childʒẽ ſuch ample pꝛomiſes of long life:ſuch woꝛlo⸗ 
ly pꝛoſperities, and ſuch high honours, which thꝛie bees 
ing the very effect of all that may bee deſired to make 
this life happye in earth, compzehend alſo what elſe: 
may be attributed to wo2ldly felicitie ; Bow much are 
they bound(beſids the reaſons earſt rehearſed)to beare 
humilitie,obedience,4 reuerent dutie to their parents, 
whom if they diſobey, they haue their condemnation to 
miſeries, diſhononours, and to death;yea and by their 
ſinne ol diſobediente, they ſtand in hazerdef the eter⸗ 
nall curſe. The oblation of this duty of childꝛen to their 
parents, is indiſpenſible to all purpoſes, but in caſes of 
infidelifte : as if the father being an Jdolater, ſ&kes to 
ſednce his ſonne to that impietie, in which this traite 
bond of dutie ceaſeth : Foz God is fo be pꝛeferred, and 
man abuſeth his authozitie,'acco2ding to the vnderſtan 
ding ol the goſpell: Who hateth not father, mother. bꝛo⸗ 
ther, ſũſter, and leaueth them with all that he hath, can 
not haue the kyngrome of Cod; yea they — 8

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dead to bury the dead to follow the Euangelitall voca⸗ 
tion: Fo2 touching the Apoſtolicall pꝛoleſſion (which 
map be alledged foz that they fozſake f father a mother 
to follow Jeſus Chꝛiſt, and to pzeach the Goſpel)it isa 
vocation perticuler 5 pꝛiuileged, as when Helizew as 
badoned father e mother to go with Helias, ę as,foz this 
purpoſe may be diſputed touching the life monaſticall, 
But that vocation ought not to bee alleadged to tho 
execution of this commaundement: fo2 hee that calles 
ſuch as he pleaſeth, reſerueth ſuch pzouidence ouer the 
neceſſities of their parentes, that they ſtande no nerd of 
the peculiar ſeruice of their chilvzen whom their pa⸗ 
rentes of their pꝛoper will ought to exempt from that 
office of perſonall and tempozal ſernice,ſince God cal 
teth them to him ſelfe to doe to him a ſernice ſpirituall 
and of moze greater perfection and fruite, then any 
function wherein they could employe them: pet tou⸗ 
ching the [vocation Ponaſticall, Saint Auguflin holdes 
god, that in neceſſitie of the parentes the child being a 
Monke, is bound to leaue his to ſuccoure 
them: fo2 as the law of God derogates not the right of 
nature, but rather confirmes then reſtraines it: ſo by 
greater reaſon in the humane and poſitiue ſtatutes, E 
ſpecially ſuch as be in Ponaſteries, there tã de no pꝛe⸗ 
iudice. Therefoze did the Scribes and Phariſeis vn⸗ Matt. 15. 
der colour of religion, oꝛdeyne, that the childe, giuinge 
all his gods to the tem ple, was not bound to apde hys 
father and mother: yea by that meane, he held himſelf 
no moꝛe bo ſerue them, acco2ding to that confſti- 
tution by the they export ſled, that fach honour to 
God, grounded vpon that deuotion, abaogated all honoꝛ 
and naturall dutie which the childe ought to ſhowe to 
his father. But Jeſus Chaifke gyueth them to vnder⸗ 
— by ſuch tradicions they tommit great impie⸗

even the moſf perfect and Apoſtolike life was not ex⸗ 
empted from this ſubiection, as Chꝛiſte him ſelfe was 
ſubiect to eſeyh and the virgin Parie: and ererciſinge 
xrr.yeares after his diuine vocation, he reiected not fr 
his trapne his mother, bis Auntes, and couſines, but 
called them and entertapned them with him (A meane 
the pe) of the reuenues which men pꝛeſented him 
withall: no leſſe did the Apoſtles to their parentes any 
kinred,of whom, the greateſt part which were maried 
(accozding to 7gn«cius )caried with them their wyues, 
and nouriſhed them togyther with their parentes and 
poꝛe, ot the Apoſtolicall reuenue. Fos, as who holdes 
no accompte of his houſhold and domeſtical familiars, 
is as an apoſtate, and moze wicked then if he were an 
inſidell: ſo, wee ought not wickedly and W2ongfully 
thinke, that the Goſpell takes away any humanitie ex 
naturall pietie, but rather nouriſheth, ſuſteyneth, and 
confirmes it, making it ſpirituall in true lone and due⸗ 
tie, and ſo much p moꝛe perfect, as the doctrine is mozs 
excellent, then the doctrine of nature and Nl eyſet. 

It is a queſtion of many, whether a man is moze boũd 
to nouriſhe and ſuctour his father e mother, oꝛ his pꝛo⸗ 
per wife: whereunto may bee aunſwered, that in the 
caſe ofobedience and ſubuention, there is moze bounds 
of dutie to parents, but not touching cohabitation, And 
to pꝛoue the bonde of dutie to parentes, it is certapn, by 
treble right, naturall, diuine, and humane, which inclu⸗ 
ding an immutable and inuiolable bonde, can not bie 
weakened oz aboliſhed by mariage, fo2 that it 
is the firſt, moſt autentike.and hath a ffeble bonde (foz 
euery law hath his pzoper obligacion and ſubiection, 
Where this hath but one, touching coꝛpoꝛall cohabitacis 
on), as alſo fo2 that it bindes mariage with a new ſub- 
iectið, that the wife with her huſ band, ought to ſtraine 
all their power and meanes to releeue ſuche as by ma⸗ 
nage are made their father and another, and * 
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their grand parentes,by whom both they and their fa · 


thers haue being in the woꝛlde. There ber vet theſe 
cauſes conſequent, and (as it were) accidentes to þ foz- 


mer reaſons, which ought greatly to ſtirre vp childzen _ 
to honoꝛ their parentes: that is to ſape, the inerplicable 


loue of fathers and mothers to their childꝛen, their care 


in their firſt nouriture oz nurſſage, their continnal tra» 


nelles and perplexities to pzeſerue and pꝛefer them, x 
laftty,this iuſt conſideration, that as they behaue them 
ſeiues to their pareutes, ſo to erpecte the lyke retom⸗ 
pence of diſpoſition and experience in their childzen to- 
wardes them. The loue of parents is ſo great to their 


childzen,that they ſticke not to take to them ſelnes the | 


greenes-anddiſpteaſuresof their childꝛen, not refuſing. 
ſometyme the hazard of death to pꝛeſerue their little⸗ 
ones from perill. And the ſcripture neuer commaũdes 
them to loue their childzen,tonouriſh,noz pꝛefer them. 
becauſe,by nature parentes haue that fu ward inclina⸗ 
tion: but they are enioyned in many plates of the ſcri⸗ 
pture, to diſtipline 4 inſtructe them in the lone of God, 
as therein pzeſcribing to them the manner how to rule 
and moderate their affections, not louing their childꝛẽ 
other waies then God loueth them: neyther to let their 
zeale be ſo vehement, fleſhly and partiall, as (with the 
ſhe Apes) to deſtroye their childꝛen: noz pet with er⸗ 
tremitie of affection ta holde them in ſeueritie s feare, 


und ſo make them at vnwares,cowards o2 — 
are E 


ted, wherein albeit thei are fozbidden,fo2 that they 


alwayes reſfrayned to moderation in diſcipline, vet in . 


holding ouer a hard hand vpõ the, thei expꝛeſte the beſt 
and trueſt affectiõ, and leade them in the readieſt waye 
to the eſtate and reputacion of honeſt men. Great then 
is the bond of dutie, obedience, and affection cf the child: 
to his father and mothe 
de not altogither out of th:

Jaunſwer that to ſuch mozdering mothers erpzeſſing 


-wazſe nature then the moſt fell oz fierce beaſtes, who 


rilh + lick their litleones t ofte times fight fo2 their 
ſatetie, ther tan not be deuiſed lawes ſeuere inough 
toꝛ their puniſhmet:yea Moyſes(as after him Licurgss E 
Solon) erected no pzeſcript lawe foz ſuch mo2ders,noz 
Againſte childzen, likewiſe p killed their fathers, as 
eſteeming it an offfce to which man coutde.notaſcribe 
\ſafficient,ſenere,ewozthy puniſhment:Touching the 
cares, laboz, and induftrie in bzinging them vp, ther 
is no eſtate ſubiect to ſo many perplerities, the mother 
ſpecially, bearing the infant in hir belly, what care 
bath ſhe to pꝛeſerue ſo pꝛetious a frute: and in hir tra- 
uell, is there greater panges, oꝛ moze perill of pꝛeſent 
deathzhow long remaines ſhe in weake eſtat and ſick- 
nes? what paines takes ſhe tonozith it: what be hir ſo⸗ 
rowes, if it werpe, if it miſcarie, if it falle ſicke : he 
faſteth to ferde it, and being hongrie, reſtraines fode 
from hir ſelfe, to appeaſe the vnruely appefite of 
hir childe: ſhe with hir huſband, offer their bodies to 
paſton of coide aud heat, pea ſomtimes go naked, to 
cloath, wzap, and entertaine their childzen; What re- 
compente of affection and dutie do theſe cares and 
— — of parents deſerue of the childꝛen: where 
n ik they be necligent how can they a voyde the crime 
of ingratitude, 92 be innocent in the vices pꝛoper to 
the repzobatezyealet them aſſuredly truft, that the diſ- 
pleaſures, w2onges, and diſobedience which they do to 
their parents, by the tuſt meaſure of Gods iudgment 
Malbe retaꝛned in moze heauie e greuous wn

honozed him with moze lernice then they: foz ende, let 
childzen in all thinges difcharge the right and law of 
poſer par parents, with this conſideration, that 
uſe Fathers repzeſent God on earth, he will take 

the diſobedience done to them, as an iniurie ment to 
him ſelfe, mozeouer in the conſideration of their dutie 
and apde fo their parents, let them remember that in 
tuccouring their neceſſities, they offer acceptable ſers 
nice to God, foz the which (as we haue ſaid) their re. 
compence is layd vp both in earthe e in heanen, which 
with ſuertye to finde at the hands of their owne chil⸗ 
dꝛen the like meaſure of relife in their neceſſities to⸗ 
pour with the ſame rate of comfozt if they fall into 
mpotencie of age; But it they fayle of this dutie,they 
ffande in hazard of treble condemnation of death, as 
they are bound to that office by treble lawes: hauing 
intereſt in all ſuch acts of humanitie ſeuen towardes 
all olde ſtraungers atcoꝛding to d renerentobſeruatis 
among the Zecedemonians, who bled not only the 
lawe of perfect pietie to their pꝛoper and fleſhly pas 
rents, but alſo. euen to ali old people, whome they 
bonozed as their fathers, and gave ſuccoz to all their 
affaiers, as if they had bene their naturall childzen: 
They eſtemed them happie if they were called to do 
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that conlve be aſcribed to the actions of their life, to 
pulhe fozward the affires ofauncient men, wherby it 
was ſayde in comon p2ouerbe thut happie was he that 
became olde in Lecedeworia as hauing ſo many childze 
readily diſpoſed to honoz, ſerue, and ſuppozt him as 
there was young peopte in the towne,

Foz ſo we reade Me- 
rellus, a en of Rowe, handled ſo many bond men as 
ie ee nd

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niſhement fo2 it: which comming to the knowledge of 

— Emperour pititull, he entred the houſe of 

the ſaid Rem aue, and to take away the occaſion of a ſe- 

conderneltie to his pe bond men, paſſhed in peces al 

the veſſelles of Cryſtall and glaſſes that he founde in 

the houſe. Olde C-ro,otherwayes reputed very wile, 

was ſo ty2annous ouer his bondmen, that, whe by ex- 

trieme age they had no further abilitie to ſerue hym. het 

cauſed ſome tobe committed to laughter, and ſuffered 

others to dye ofhiger, which cSmd humanitie demeth 

euen to a dogge,02 hoſe that had ben long vſedin ſer⸗ 

uite: but that libertie, oz rather imperious, and vnna⸗ 

tural authozitie of Maiſters, was afterwardes bzidled 

And limited by many lawes, as is witten in Exodus: qe. 21; 

who ſtrikes his bond man oz bond woman with a rod, 

and they dye pꝛeſentiy vppon the blow, is guiltie of ca⸗ 

pitall crime: but if they line a daye oz two after. he ſhal 

not be puniſhed,fo2 he hath bought them with his mo- 

ney: as if the law had ſaied he thought not to kil them, 

and ſo loſe the money Which they had colt him. And al⸗ 

beit God often times recommendes vnto maiſters fo 

handle their bond men gentlie, wherein todzawe them 

to moꝛe pitie, hee puttes them in remembzance of the 

miſerable ſeruitude which they endured in Egypre, ver 

the hautie, couetous, and malicious nature of manys 

maiſters, dzaw them often tymes into actes of great 

tpꝛannie towardes their bond men,vſinge them mo2s 
cruelly. then their neceſaryand trauelling cattell, yea 

in no other eſtimacion noz vſe then as bꝛute beaſtes.

he ſuffereth ſome of them ts be murdered, and others 
made lanes to ſtraunge and barbarous nations.

neſſe of their bondage, + eyther not ſufferedthem to aps 

peare in the court to demaund iuſtice, oʒ elſe coꝛrupted 

the Judges, and lo choak the way ol their remedie: the

be deceiued, ſo alſo he muſt not willingly adminiſter de 

teite oz wꝛong to an order, ne ther beare ſuch loue to 
his pꝛoper p2ofite, as in it maye be bꝛed the iniurie 03 
harme of another : dut in all things of commutation x 
bargaine, to vſe the ſame connerſatianto ſtraungers, 
which he would others ſhould vſe ta him: M ho, in their 
tommon actions, would rightly appſte this lawe of na- 
ture grounded on true reaſon, and the other of the Goſ- 
pell derined of charitte,þ perfect fulfilling ofall lawes, 
much lelle that they ſhould neede I 
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ty ſhould ſeldome finde occaſions to erre ,-Attd the 
cauſe why there remaing at theſe REG 
ſcript, conſtitutions, and ſtatutes, is in no other reſpect 
but that men eyther tould not oz would not rule their 
actions by thofe two lawes. and much leſſe applie them 
from generalitie.into ſpeciall particulars. J would fo 
God, that euen as the Parchant of cloth vſethhis elne 
o2 yardenot to beguile him ſeite oz his chapman in the 
meaſure, that alſs and aſ well, he would vſe the lawe of 
nature and charitie, in the pꝛice t godnes of his cloth, 
even luch as he would the other ſhould ſell to him, if 
there wers erchaunge of qualitie: if he would haue the 
pꝛice peaſonable full meaſure, not to be paſſed by the 
ſhozt garde, which ought to be ſolve by the longe, and 
chat the cloth be god, ſubſtantiall and ſufficient, ney- 
ther cozrupted in the making,noz burnt in the dying.

No man is bound to ſell ſo inffely ; and that the lawe - 
bindes to no reſtitution, though the wares bee ſolve af 
double pziſe:all theſe ſpeeches, and the effectes that fol? 
lowe of them, are of the very iuuencion of Pagans, e

Hall he be aboue all the people of a nation, which bath 

hid cozne, gathering it from all partes into his pꝛiuate 

garners, and not put it to vent till the woꝛld werpe fo 

hunger: In this, may be compꝛehended alſo the dearth 

of all other thinges neceſſarie to mans life: the ſame. 

being the cauſe and foz ſuch like great abuſes, p with

reliefe: {then.ſuch p:onidence of the marchant is both 
vertnous and commendable, and woꝛthy of honeſt pꝛo⸗ 
te, not ſuch as their touetouſnes requires, but actoz⸗ 
ding to the rate and iudgement of the gouernours: oz 
when there is ſuch plentie, that it lieth voyde to vle: 
there commotttoze fully furniſhed, and the perill of i 
— —— oz els pꝛouided ſoꝛ. Thus did b in 
pr, foꝛeſteing the dearth e neceflitie to come. There 
mes this, a pꝛouidence of god marchaunts, both 
moꝛe p2offtable, andof greater gaine:as when they ſer 
an iminent neceſſitieof vittels in a countrep,but chiefs 
ly in their one: then to e into ſtraunge coun- 
treps where is plentie (as Gods infinit gwdnes hath fo 
pꝛouided, that by the plentie of one nation, ſhatbe ſup⸗ 
plied the wants ol an other, to entertaine them in ami⸗ 


tie and perpetuall confederation. Many marthants in 


any tobones become very riches by thoſe traffikes,fog- 
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which, and ſuch like marchandife was ſirſt inſtituted 
bꝛinging p2ofite to many, and doing hurt no none . It 
is not long ſince that a marchant vf Brittaine died wel⸗ 
thy in many thonſand crownes, riſing to that eſtate 
krom an almes aſker and baſket carter : it pleaſed the 
Kyng, by the repozt ofhis wealth, and his.frankelibes #,auncis 
ralitie to the pe ſuccouring the god ſozt without im the fir. 
tereſt oꝛ vſerp, ts reaſon with him, how he became fo 
+ *Tiche, to whom (as a Philoſopher) he aunſwered, with 
buying deare, and ſelling good cheape, erplaning his meas 
ning ts the kyng, in thiscinif + modeſt circumſtance, 
Sir(quod he) when J vnder ſtod that in any fozreine 
coũtr ey coꝛne was god cheape, t deare in this realme, 
At eſoʒted thither with as much money as J could 
rowe of ſome, i of others, ſuch marchandiſe as J kne 
to bee deare in that countrey. And being there J bay 
quicke vent of my wares with reaſonable gaine, and 
with the money bought(ſomewhat aboue the market) 
fo much toꝛne as my pꝛopoꝛciõ would ſtretch vnto. By 
Which meanes, vppon my retoꝛne, embaſing the pꝛice 
of coꝛne in myne owne countrey, euery one ranne 
to me, deſirous with ready money to bee my chapmen, 
and ſo making my retoꝛne (oz the molt part) every 
two Sonethes, J gayned by both voyages : And ſa 
acco2ding to the increaſe of my Cocke, J roaſe to furs 
niſh Shippes, Barkes, and Boats of mine owne, ſet⸗ 
ting many idle mariners on woꝛke, and ſuctouring ma 
ny other ſoꝛtes of paze people, ſoa the which, God bleſ- 
lng my labours. Jencreafedin wealth as it were flees 
ping, neuer recepuing any notable loſſes, my mind(my 
lege) being al wapes vopdof care, t my body in eſtate 
diſpoſed as pou ſes. The Gentlemen ot the Countrey 
allo, ſeeing my ſucteſſe in wealth, were ſometimes cons 
tented to make me their Farmvz, and ſuffered me to 
gayne plentyfully vnder them, foꝛ the which J accompt 
me baund to remapne at their denocion. Thus (Dir) A 
Tt.i, gained 
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godnes) riſen to this little wealth, which to your Pa⸗ 
ie ſtie, is made great ritcheſſe. The king deliting in the 
tiuilitie and roundnes of the man, attributing with all 
much tohis merytt.koz doing god to the whole realm, 


made him a gentleman with armes to his great com 


foꝛt, and contentement of the eſtates of Britaine, who 
had earſt commended him to his Maieſtie. Let this ex⸗ 


ample leade other god marchantes foz the honour f 


their cſtate and pzoper votation, to vſe the like pꝛoui⸗ 


dente to ſuctour the neceſſities of their Countreys, by 


their honeſt and well meaning induſtrie. Pany maye 
bee here the queſtions of many buſie marchantes, who, 
if they tõũder wel of the leſſons in the firlk two lawes, 
may be both reſelued and ſatiſfied: Can J(ſaith the mar 
chant) (ſuffering ſome waſt in his coꝛne eyther by lee- 
kage, oꝛ other common caſualtie,o2 hath his cloth mars 
red in the carriage,o2 by his owne negligence is begut- 
led in his wares) retouer my money, if J may not (eff 
aboue the market to redeeme my loſſes ? 02 ſeeing my 
intention was to bꝛing relicfe and pꝛoſit to the whole 


. common weale, is it reaſon that on me onely ſhould be 
laied the loſſe and hindꝛance? Jaunſwere, if his will 


were ſuch, and his deſire in deede ch2iſtian, and that her 
had in venture the comms money of the citte,he ought 
to be ayded ot the general ſtoꝛe, as being a publike mi⸗ 
niſter and facto2 of the Citie. But if they be harde fo 
conſider his loſſes, and moze ſtraite to reſtoze him to 
faccenrs, hee hath his comloꝛte in a patient hope, that 
Ood at ſame other time will recompenſe his pꝛeſent 
toſſes with greater gaine: as no man is without hys 


perplerities.ſo no marchant doth alwapes gaine: Foz 


ſome times aſwell in affaires on ſea as lande, G OD 
ſendes afflictions,foz pꝛofe and trial, but he deliuereth 
the inſt man in the ende to his greater comfo2t. But if 
in his voyages and trafykes he had no other intent 44 
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ko aduaunte his own pꝛiuate gayne, J ſe not howe the 
common weale hath intereſt in his reſtitution, ſeeinge 
as he traded foz him ſelfe, without reſpect of publique 
beneũte to the countrep, ſo there can be no reaſon of res 
ſtitution, where is no cauſe of merit: o, let ſuch as res 
ſtraine their wares to a dearth, in hope to enhaũce the 
p2ice,and in the meane,eyther the ſeaſon groweth plen 
fifall,oz their waregscozrupt :{et ſuch I ſaye, ſucke the 
tupce of their touetouſnes, with the bzoth of rigozous 
puniſhment, togither alſo with that cankared ſozte of 
marchants, who, by reaſon of loane oꝛ credit, paſſe their 
wares to poze chapmen of the countrey,epther fo2 bets 
ter then they are, oꝛ at moze paice then they are wozth. 
Such alſo as making ſfoze of their toꝛne, and neuer ap 
peare in the market but when the pzice beginnes to a⸗ 
bate by the great ſupplie that the countrey bꝛinges in, 
and to riſtraine oz fozſtail it, will not ſtick to ſend tw 
oꝛ thꝛe leagues about in the coſitrey ta ali þ vittellers 
t co2ne men, with thꝛeates oꝛ falſe bzutes not to bꝛing 
in their cozne as pit. What other reward doe ſuch mar⸗ 
chants merit of their common weales, but publike in⸗ 
kamie & exemplairye iuftice?yea they are bound to re⸗ 
ſtoze the damage that is ſuſtained by it: wherein it bes 
longes to the officers of the towne and other ſpecial mi 
niſters vnder the Pꝛince, not to wink at this great in⸗ 

iuſtice done by theſe coꝛmoꝛantes to a whole common 
weale, leaſt by their coniuringe and diſſimulation thei 
ſtand no leſſe guiltie afoꝛe God and their tountrep, the 
thoſe that are the ſpecial dwers: if they alleadge ( which 
is oꝛdinarie with them) that they made the pꝛoniſion 
fo2 the te wne, and therefoze ought not to ſuſtaine loſſe: 
how falſe that is appeareth by this argument of their 
ding: foꝛ if their ſtoze had ben reſerued to the reliefe 


of their towne, they might haue giuen plentifull ſuc⸗ 
tours not onely to the to to the coũtrep about, 
at the beginning, when tozne dzew to a. ſcartetie and 
Tt. i. bigh 
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high p2ice in the market: but as by their erfreme cone- 
touſnes, ſufferingit to mount to extreme rate, they 
bought lamentable pꝛeiudice to their common weale, 
ſo, much leſſe that there is any colour of excuſe, ſœinge 
by the apparante of their doings, the common people 
findes god cauſe to acturſe them with infinit outcries, 
which being retained in heauen, can not but bzede ef 


Exod. 21. fettes of their ruyne on earth: foz Ood ( actoꝛding to dᷣ 
Ear. d. 3) ſcripture)dzawing vp the eryes of the paze, vſeth to re⸗ 


Dent. 5. 


uenge their iniuries with all, lamentable miſeries, 
thondzed vpon the pꝛoper dwers and their poſteritie to 
the extreme roting out of itheir houſes : Let the ma- 
giſtrat alſo loke to it leaſt Ood wꝛappe him in the com 
mon paynes with ſuch as do the w2ong : Let him not 
diſſemble iuftice,by any merit oz eſtimation of the per 
ſon, foz that the greater they are, the quicker Juſtice 
their offence deſerueth, as being vuthankfull childzen 
and bꝛetherne to their common weale, which is their 
mother: albeit in them be reſpect of parentage neigh⸗ 
bourhead, goſſupſhip, oʒ other conſideration of friends 
ſhip,yet they ought al to paſſe bnder equaltpaniſhmef, 
$02 that as the law is equall, ſo with God whoſe liefte⸗ 


nantes they are) is no acteption of perſones:who, whe 


there is a fault committed in his houſe eue by his dea⸗ 


reſt childzen, there beginnes he his cozrection,afoze het 


pꝛocede to iuſtice of others: So di he to Moyſes, who 
{pake to him face to face, that is pzinatly, reuealinge 
him ſelfe to him moze then to any other: as ſone as he 
erred, he is firſf condemned foz certapne infidelitie : 
neyther could he at any time retract the ſentence, but 
that he dyed in the deſert, and could not enter into the 


Den. 33. land of pꝛomiſſe. An anias and Saphira, were in the Ca⸗

talogue of the firſt Church, but as ſone as they lped to 
the holy Ghoſt with an vnfaithkull (but weake e fraile 
diſtruſt) are exeented to death by diuine vengeance: it 
is wꝛitten that Chylon, wht he was created a

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magiftrit in Athen,, ſent foz his friends,ſaying p frõ p 
time fozward, he renounced all frendſhip, meaning 8 
in cauſes of treſpaſſe, he would vſe parents, frinds, x 
kindred, in on rate and equitie oftuſtice, with others: 
Ther be, that in the traffike of marchandice,and toꝛne 
ſpecia:ly,do foʒeſtall the time, as when they bupe con 
vet in the blade, and frutes not reſolued, but in theit 
bloſome, with many other helps in bargeyning, where 
of J leaue the reſolution to the lawes, fo2 that my pꝛo⸗ 
feſſion here is tomedle with nonebut ſuch as concerne 
concience and Chziſtian dutie: And ſo,decauſe the time 
is not yet ceraine to make by common tudgment a. 
certaine meaſure of cozne and frute, no man ought to 
buye (as they ſape the pigge in the bagge) noꝛ Þ coꝛne 
in the blade, fo2 that the market is the place apopnted 
fo2 the trafficke of ſuch thinges: Such fozerunners of 
time and foꝛeſtallers of markets, neuer buye in that 
ſo2t but at to plentifull a peniwozth, as the ſeller ſel⸗ 
dome obſeraeth- thoſe ſeaſons to ſell in, but by ſome 
great neceſſitie,which,as a matter of fozce 4 conſtraint 
is alſo impertinent tothe bargaine making: it is ſayd 
that feare and foꝛce make vnp2ofitable accoꝛdes, as in 
which two paſſions, is neyther fall libertie. no perfect 
iudgment: And therfoze, in common reafon, the buyer 
can not but offendin conſctence,if he enfozce the neceſ⸗ 
fitie of the poze ſeller to his pzinate gaine, and the bn- 
doing of him ſelfe and deſolat familye, ſpeciallye- buy»- 
inge his coꝛne in the blade, and other his gods which 
are not yet in nature:touching rent coꝛne ot fermers, 
if their Loꝛdes deale not with them ſomtimes, moꝛe 
in conſcience, and conſideration of the yeare, then acs 
coding to the ſtraight equitie, and rigoꝛ af their coue⸗ 
naunts, they may (to their diſhonoꝛ) flea them quicke- 
(as the huntſman caſeth.a for, to haue his (kin/) and 
leaue their wiues and chilv2en to pouertie, to their 
perpetuall confuſion afoze gr” yr lozd ought 
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to deale with his tenant, as the bervſman w bis flocke 
who is contented only with his fekte, and feding him 
ſtill to thend he may eſtſons encreaſe, he defends him 
from the woulfe, and ſucozeth him in time of his po⸗ 
uertic. 

Great alſo is the gredines of marchants in their 
other perticuler trades, and no leſſe damnable their 
Heftes and ſubtelties , enfozced with a cuſtome of 
lying and ſwering, vices fo2 the moſt part familiar w 
inferioz bargeinars and retaplers aſpiring to be rich 
by thoſe abominable belpes: But to cõdemn this coue⸗ 
touſnes (the very noꝛſſe and feeder of all other vices) 
this were only ſufficient, if marchants had no other 
purpoſe 02 pꝛetente in their contractes and trades but 
to lerue G OD accozding to their vocation, which is 
in his feare to folow with faith and diligence their 
trades, & with out vnlawefall affection to other mens 
gods, nat ts doubt but God wil bleCle their labozs,ans 
ſanctifie theirp2ofeCion, accoꝛding to his pzomiſe: and 
not obſerue the example of many now 8 dayes, whs 
being dꝛowned in the pzetence t denice to gaine, haus 
noother cares day no2 night, but on their traffikes, 
thinking on them even fill they dye, yea, ſome haue 

bene ſ&ne counting their Crownes af y verie inſtant 
of death, dying even with bargains in their mouthes: 
A time wherin ( aboue all other) men ought to rayſe 
their eps, their handes, 4 their harts, to God,qnot to 
tourne their contemplation from him to thinke vpon 
the godes of the wozld, which in deed at no time ought 
not to be eſtmed but as inſtruments of vertue, and 
means ſubliſting life, with out other affection, leaſt 
they leade them in to the vice of Idolatrie, and ſo make 
marchants vnwo2thy of the name of Chꝛiſtians: woher 
in albeit theyare not without infinite reaſons foz their 
v2fence, yet, pertaking with Jnfivles and Pagans, 
aud tending to iuſtine their wicked conetounes: I 
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leaue them to the warning cf their pzoper conſcience, 
which, being touched with arace, can holde no ſocietie 
together, no moze then a weake ſtomacke can bzoke 
Aa co2rupt medicine with out caſting it vp, 

The re be great Parchants, which ſer me to aide in- 
fe rioꝛ occupiers, but it is to eat them vp altogether:as 
ſuch as deliuer money afoze hand to poꝛe butchers, ba⸗ 
kers, and bzners, and reteiue it againe in pꝛouiſton of 
lle ſd, bꝛead, and bere : which weekely pꝛouiſion, eates 
in effect the very p2ofite of the poꝛe occupier: the ſame 
trade alfo is common to retaplers with their eenntrep 
chapmen by credit, who, being halfe falne, much leſſe 
that they are remounted by fuch weake handes(who 
notwithſtanding are bound to raiſe them by Gods 02- 
dinance)but of þ contrary, are vtterly troden downe, 
and ſo pinched by theſe great byting marchaunts, that 
they are dziuen to enter into frande,ſwearing,lying, e 
other marchant ſhiftes, to helpe their gatne. But tou⸗ 
ching ſhift,deceite-and ſattletie they ſtand vppen ſo ma 
ny kindes and maners, that they are to inſinit tobe res 


bearſed(fo ſufficient is the wicked nature of man to tõ⸗ 


triue lleightes to hurt his neighbour :) And ika phꝛe 
man ſeeke his reaſonable remedie by the law, he were 
better to reſt beguiled. then io yning loſſe to loſſe, heape 
his vtter vndoing, by following the delayes of the law: 


Foz after the marchaunt (as the 7talian ſaying is) hath 


pꝛeſented the Judge with a golden combe foꝛ his ſiluer 
beard, it is a tharme againſt the poꝛe occupier, who ei⸗ 
ther can not be heard at al, oꝛ cls wilbe perſwaded that 
the communitie ofthe caſe makes it tolferable. Bakers 
haue many waies to abuſe the woꝛld in their trade, ſub 
bozning many intolterable ſuttleties. Bꝛʒuers alſo and 
d:awers of wyne, are not without their deccites, who 
fo2 the better taſt and ſale of their wine, fozbeare not 
the confection of things, which to rehearſe, is no ciuili⸗ 


tie, of which, are.bzed many diſeaſes, as coꝛrupting 3 


popſoning 
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poyſoningtheintralles of ſuch as d2zinke them. But ⸗ 
chers blow vp their meate to make it ſeeme full, ſelling 
as much winde as fleſh, Fiſhmungers, Cokes with a⸗ 
ny other that trades « turnes the penie, are not with⸗ 
out their artes to beguile the eve, the eare, the hand, the 
mind, the reaſan, and the iudgement of the buier: which 
futtleties in their ſeuerall parties are ſo much þ moze 
damnable, by how much they are eyther diſlembled oz 
iuftefied by ſuch to who belongs the refozmation of a⸗ 
buſes, the rather fo2 that in them God is greuonſly ofs 
fended, our neighbour endamaged, euill example ſuf- 
fred, vice noziſhedand fauoured with impuuntie, and 
in the end vengeance executed of pꝛiuat anthozitie, foz 
want of publike iufkice. Parchaunts haue fpeciall ex⸗ 
ample and commaundement not to deteiue, in theſe 
y etl. . wo2des of S. Paule: take hede(ſaithhe)pou circumuft 
not pour bꝛother in any buſines oz traffike, not ſelling 
eren neee e on 
dete on ) 

_ on befoze God, and the iuſt waight is — apr eo 
Leuit. 19. will: Let thy ballance be enen ſaith God in Leuiticus, 
thy waights equall,thy buſhell and thy meaſure al one: 

And if we ſhalbe meaſured with the ſame that wemea 
ſure others, ſuch as haue giuen wicked meaſure, how 
Matt. . ſhall they be tudged? Let euery occupier vie the ſame 
reaſon to a child ignozant in the value of wares, which 
he would adminiſter to an other fellow marchaunt of 
the ſame trade. To deceite in bargapning, is added a 
cuſtumary vanitie of many woꝛdes, lying, ſwearing, 
and foz\wearing : And ſince by the ſcripture we ſtand 
in daunger of ſentence fo2 euer idle and vntrue woꝛd, 
how perillous is the ſtate of them who enhable the 
value ot their wares with othes + lies, ſpetially ſæing 
£28.10. the lying man murdꝛeth his ſoule: And who ſweareth 
: vatruly withou. aeceſſitte, puts the name of God to 
\ 3 — 2 „ . 
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gainlt his conſcience : Foz which cauſe the wiſe man 
ſayth he found two things very hard and daungerous: 
that the traffiker oz marchant could hardly keepe him 
ſelfe from deceite, andthe refailer(which is the regra⸗ 
ter) could not be iuſteſied in his wozd : which vice (as 
T ul: ſayth) though it ſpꝛedes commonly thozowe the 
whole courſe of marchauts, yet it is moſt in cuſtome 
with the inkerioꝛ ſoꝛt, who buy in grolle, to deliuer to 
others by retayle: to whom J wiſh ſuch rigoꝛ of refoz- 
mation, that the abuſes t the endamage thereof, might 
be reſtozed by pꝛeſent (atiſfaction;ſo would the exams 
ple be a terroz to others, whereby God ſhould not bee 
offended, the neighbour hurt, noz them ſelues in miſe⸗ 
rable perill of perpetuall ſentence, And ſo leauing the 
abuſes of all other eſtates to the cenſure of the lawe, (if 
by conſcience and Chꝛiſtian warning they will not bee 
reclaimed, J wil end with huſbandzie, whereunto is 
toyned the ſtate ofa paſtoz to helpe to noziſh man (as 
Cayne was the huſbandman,and ei bell fed cattell in þ Gen. 4. 
tielde.) In huſbandzie Fthinke is leaſt guile,foz that he 
tilles his ground. and labozeth his viniard with imple 
induſtrie: only his abuſes may be in theſe thze man- 
ners:ifhe pꝛeſent not faithfully to God the fir ſt oz chief 
ok his fruites, which was the erroz of Cays, and theres 
 foze God receiued not his pꝛeſents fo that they were 
not offred with god heart, but complained and grudged 
with that which he gaue to God: where A bell offring 
willingly in ſacrifice his beſt and katteſt lambes, God 
as ſ&ing into his ſincere beart)beheld him and his pꝛe 
ſents, accepting them as wozthy to be receiued ot him. 
The ſecond fault may bee, it he pay not his tenthes in 
the name and by the commaũdement of the great God, 
to entertaine his miniſters: God ſayde by his Pꝛophet 
eHalachie, that he had iuſt reaſon to be angrie with ; Malache. 
{/raelites, in ſending them dearth of cozne, fo2 not pay» 
ing their tenthes: yea, il the huſbandmen fozget their 
| Au. tithes 
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tithes to the poꝛe Leuiti, and left not in harueſt time 
foz the other poꝛe to nleane, and dil ributed almes at 
other ſeaſons accozding to their vutie,they were thzet- 
ned with barrennes and dearth duer the land: wherin 
Chziſtians haue to conſider touching all thoſe texts 
ſtanding vppon the law of God, andauthoziſed by the 
Goſpell, being moꝛe iuſtly bound then the Hebrewes to 
whom the cauſes were nothing ſo reaſonable, as alſo 
fo2 that the miniſtery without compariſon) is of moze 
value 4 mozc honozable in the Goſpe!l then in the law: 
and laſtly fo2 that the Goſpeil recommends the po2e 
dearely to vs, and with moze riche pꝛomiſes of recoms 
peace, then the law, The third vice may be in the pats 
ment of their rents to their Lozdes and creditoꝛs, to 
whom as thep may vſe ſubtletie, and eyther defeats 03 
delay them of their duty:ſo in bargaining foz cozne and 
wyne, they may ſell cozropt wares, t in diuerſe ſozts: 
foz the which it hapneth by the iuftice of God, that in 
the end pouertie is the reward of thoſe people, ioyned 
with recompence of euery fatal! and miſerable calami⸗ 
tie eyther vppon them oz their honſes, Paſto2s and 
beards men are bound with diligence, faith, and care 
to cheriſh their flocke.and with that affection,that they 
defend them from al peril of rauine,foz the which they 
are to giue accompt to their Paſters as if they were 
their owne : And therefoze fo the ſicke, tt 
applie remedie, and giuing ſtrength to the vi 

to abandon the wozft from th heir pe : 
to the end they may va | e 
heardes men: wherein. pal 
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All other eſtates are comprehen- 
ded in thoſe that haue bene already debated: the ex»

mon weale, ought not to reueale the ſecrets of his lega 

tion: whereby, eyther the affaires of his Pzince maye 

behirdzd;02 aduauntage giuen to the fozreine Pas 
giltrate: hc ought not foz his glozy,p2ofite,o2 pleaſure, 
to pzactiſe anyertraozdinary innouatið, oz be inueſted 
in any eſtate toy diſanuaũtage of them from whom be 
is ſent: Foz which act, Hermoleans Barbarw, a man of 
great knowledge.

nethan other fo2 his vertue, loues not ſimplie as he 


ought acroꝛding to God, fo2 that as the vertue ot þ man 


enclines to vice, ſo the affection ofhis frend will con- 
uert into hate. foz which cauſe efr/ſorle aloweth the 
ſentenceofa wiſe Philoſopher ſaying, that men ought 
toloue, but not fo much, but that they may hate, meas 
ning, that loningmenof vertue, and their vertues, 
tozning into vices, our affection may reſame his firſt 
qualitie,(iffoz charitie ſake we foꝛbeare to hate them) 
Chis was his iudgment of frendes that might chaung 
by francke and louing will: But by the Gofpell we are 
warned to loue our ennemies and wicked men, yea 
IFnfidels which ſerke to perſetute vs to death, ſo much 
are we bound to loue them, as to pzaye to God foz the 
and to pꝛeſent them with our godes, help, and life, if 


ſtctere be hope of their ſaluation, not ſo much as willing 


oꝛ doing to them any diſpleaſure:ſo did Ch2ift lone vs 
all, and died foz vs being his ennemies: The cauſe of 
this loue is God,fo2 the honoz, lone, and commaunde⸗ 
ment of whome, we loue,loning that which he toueth, 
Acco2ding as he loueth, and foz what cauſe he loueth, 
confozming vs wholy to his will and his loue, in the 
Which, and foz the which he loueth vs all: Let vs loue 
therfoze that which is ol him, as (in man) his Image 
and ſemblance, his handie wozke, his vertues, & bis 
graces,confozming ourſelues to$ loue which he bears 
him hauing made ſoꝛ him ſo many creaturs, giuen him 
his Aungells fo2 his p2otectozes and guides, and his 
only ſonne to death foꝛ him, yea enen when man was 


ebevient to him: Thus muſt we lone the ſoule of out 
wy AB bb.4, neighbour 
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His enempe, blaſphemed him, and was altogether diſ- 
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nei ,(albeit he be our ennemie as the deare td⸗ 
quett of the pzecious blode of JEDSUD Cn, 
and his body being the ſacred tempte of the holy ghoſt: 
yea ſo we muſt lone him, as Jeſus Chzift loned him, 
giuing his life frankelye foz him: whom by daptiſme, 
as he hath incozpozated him, in him ſelfe to be a mem⸗ 
ber of his bodye, and by faith inthe hely communion 
made him his fleſh and blood, ſo J ought to loue him as 
one of the members ofthe bodie ofthis Lozd, and as 
his lech and blad: with all, ſeing we are all made by 


dim members ofthe ſame miſticall bodye, and childꝛẽ 


all of one father by ſpirituall adoption, then the ſame 
ought to be conuerſant amongeſt vs, which 
ſeth betweene members ef one ſelfe bodye, E pꝛoper 
and naturall bꝛethern: in effect, the friendfhip;that we 
ought to beare one to another, onght to be without acs 
ception of perſonnes, counthries, kindzed, oz parents: 
W which zeale if we tone not euen the moſt ftrangers 
of the wozlde, the mot vnthankefull amongeft men, 
and our moztall enemies, we are not the diſciples of 
Jeſus Chꝛiſt, vy whome we are tolde, that then we de⸗ 
clare dur ſelues his fotowers, when we do that which 
be commaundes vs: dis pꝛetept is that we loue one an 


- ether; as be hath loued vs, toſaye and doe well by our 


e es, yea to dye foz them if neede require, in hope 


to gaine and ſaue their ſonles, in ſoꝛte as he is deade 


foz ours: So that, who hateth another, beareth ma- 
lice to him, doeth him inturie ſ&ckes reueng of him, 
ſtrikes him, and (which is ertreme iniquitie ) killeth 

 aperfains no moze to Jeſus Chzift, as to beare þ 
name of on of his diſciples.oz ofhis lock, th d wolues 
Lions, Tigres, are ofthe heard and flocke ef Lambes 
vnder the charge ofa ſhepherd: Suchthen that haue 
lis aſpiringe to combate one againſt another, 
e p2actife reuenge of wzonges — — 
their

their hartes baue no moꝛe taſte of God then Pagans 
and vubeleuing <Ltheifts : He that will offer ſacrifice 
to God, can not by Jeſus Chꝛiſt make it acceptable to 
his father, if he haue offended his neyghboure, and is 
not reconciled, as alſo, who hateth his Bꝛother, is a 
murderer and ſtands voyde of grace fo2 eternalllife: A 
tompꝛehend not in this, ſuch Chꝛiſtians, as by lawfull 
luſtice purſue the reſtitution of their gods, honour, oz 
wꝛongs, rete iutd by any wicked men: foꝛ, ſteing iuſtice 
and iuditiall oꝛder is of God, and by him tommaunded 
to pꝛocure puniſhment in foꝛ me of iuſtice to the wicked 
atoꝛding to their mer its, and that by the Pagiſtrafe e 
the law. is not onely lawfull but alſo acceptable to god, 
fo that it be done without hatred, and affection of pers 
ticular vengeance, not regarding ſo much our pꝛoper 
benefit, honour, o2 pꝛiuate intereft,as to cozrect vices, 
t by that iuſtite to giue ſuccour to the ſoule of the tranſ⸗ 
greſſoꝛ, to the better ſtay and example of a whole come 
munaltie. This is alſo expꝛeſſed in the exũple of a body 
which we go about to purge fro botches,impoſtumes,x 
boples: Jn which body if there be any member ſo coz- 
rupt, that it would infect the others to the daunger of 


the whole bodie, it is tut of, but with a great diſpleas - 


ſure to all the other members, who, by a communion 
of nature, being conioyned and knit together, do loue 
one an other with connaturall and perfect zeale . And 
to retourne to the matter of Chziſttanamitie, we are 
bound to loue men as God loueth the, whoſe loue is ſo 
much the greater towardes them, by how much her 
findeth their affection pure to him, and the moze doth 
his zeale intreaſe, the moꝛe he ſeth in them that which 
ts his, as faith and charitie, with feruent zeale to his 
honour, and erertiſe of god deedes : euen fo, the moze 
faith and ſimplicitie we find in men, the better affected 
ta Gods honour, of a moze ready and franke minde ta 
his Oe OL AY wh compaſſion, 1 
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nearer a deuine perfection of God: euen in ſo 
eater affection,honour,and franke mind offers 


then others. And thercfoze we honeur noz 
em not fo much in their perſons, as we erpzeſſe 
aur ſelues toloueGod in them, in whom we honour his 
giftes and graces, and all that we find to be devine in 
them: So that as we are bound in a ſtronger affection 
2e readines of ſeruice to thole whom we know 

to be men ol honeſt integretie, then to others in whom 
we tan acknowledge no ſuch vertues: So, yet we mut 
hate no creature attoꝛding to the example of God, who 
beareth no malice to any man he hath made, as hauing 
declartd therein his power, his wiſedome, and his boũ⸗ 
tie: Foz which th:e things we muſt acknowledge his 
handy wozke with thankes giuing. Beides, we know 
that Ood is not but charitie and laue. and who is con- 
ſtant in charitie, dwelleth in God; and God is firme in 
ofthe contrary, who hateth any man, hath no 
charitie,and by concluſion cannot be of God: o 
that as we are firſt bound to loue G D D with all our

ning [fill the creature, we may hate that which we ie 
not ta be o God and hated of mon, as knowing that in 
God there is nothing but integretie and what els is 
god rtuous. Theſe be the cauſes why we oughye 
to loue the ſoules and bodies of ſinners as being the hi:

uing power to delite in any thing but to do euill,y ſame 
being the reaſon, why ſo often we are tommaunded to 
ſhonne him, and not to ſuſfer him to enter into vs by 
any pleaſant ſuggeſtion , but to reſiſt him, g eſteeme 
him our onely enemie, a ſerpent and venemous D2a-: 
gon, a rauining Wolfe, a roaring. Lion, a thefe and 
murderer, ſeeking after nothing but by ſuttletie, fo:ce;. 
ambuſhes, and treaſons, to betray our ſoules: yea, if it 
were not by his wicked and wzetched temptations, we 
ſhouldneuer haue enemies,malice,02 miſeries,no,not 
once haue the thought to do wzong one to another, the 
ſame being the cauſe that our ſauiour Chzilt calleshim 
our enemis: itis he only whom we onght to hate, and Mat. 13 
all that is in him (except the ſpirituall ſubſtance, the 

firſt creature of God)it is he onely whom wo onght fo 

much to deteſt, as not once to hear him,ſ& him, o ſ&ks. 

to learne any thing of him, in whom is nothing but de⸗ 

ceite, lying, abuſe, and murder: it is he, of whom wes 

ought ta take nothing that he offrcth; foz he.cozrupteth- 

all that he giueth: And ſeing he is a poyſoner, = 
alwayes take heede that he enuenime not ourt

abuſes damnable, ought to warne t arme al Chziſtias 
not to att pt pꝛoces foꝛ light cauſes, but rather to ſearch 
all' meanes ok concozd as Jeſus Chaift commaunds vs: Act.

And in cales where men are cõpelled to pzoſerute plea Tag 
ding(as S. Paule was to defend him ſelfe againſt þ falſe „ 1 
accuſations of the 7ewe let them beware they beare no 
malice to the partie, whom we are bound to loue accoz | 
ding to the aduertiſement t erample of Chꝛiſt:as alſo 
wbẽ a Pꝛince raiſeth warre againſt a tirant, he ought 1 Fg 
not to bear hate to his perſon, but purſue him to iuſtics N 
with compaſſion: Let Pzinces t al other popular ſtates 
obſerue the rules oftharitie, in whom ſince God is do⸗ 
lited to malte his perpetual reſidence, there is no doubt.
